1.  Ikirlng  this  reporting  period  the  Division  continued  its  policy 
that  all  coabat  operations  would  be  conducted  in  coordination  and 
cooperation  with  the  1st  ARVK  Division  eosnanded  by  Major  General 
Troung  and  Thus  Thien  Province  Forces  conuianded  by  Colonel  Thanh. 


2,  The  chronological  sequence  of  conbat  operations  for  the  period 
1  May  -  31  i^uly  1969  is  as  foUowst 


a.  Operation  KEKTUCKT  JlMPSt  (1  March  -  continuing)  —  a  Division- 
wide  operation  —  was  initiated  at  the  teralnation  of  Operation  MEVADA 
BAGIX  and  continued  throu^  the  reporting  period.  The  priaary  aissions 
of  the  operation  aret  to  interdict  eneay  base  areas  and  Infiltration 
routes;  to  seek  out  and  destroy  the  NVA/VC  forces;  to  detect,  capture 
or  destroy  local  Viet  Cong  Infrastructure  and  their  syiif^thlzers;  and 
to  disrupt  tlie  routes  of  supply  between  the  rice  producing  lowlands 
and  population  centers;^,  and  the  mountain  base  areas.  In  addition  the 
lOlst  Airborne  Division  in  cooperation  and  coordination  with  the  Ist 
ARVH  Division  and  Government  of  Vietnam  agencies  continued  to  conduct 
combined  operations  throughout  Thua  Thien  Province  to  increase  the 
effectiveness  of  the  aRVN  Forces  and  to  maintain  the  favorable 
environment  for  the  Government  of  V5.etnam*s  overall  pacification  plan. 
All  of  the  following  Bri^sde  and  Battalion  operations  are  a  part 
of  the  overall  Division  Operation  KBITUCKI  JUMPER:  Massachusetts 
Striker,  Bristol  Boots,  Apache  &ww,  Montgomery  Rendezvous,  and 
Campbell  Streamer.

(2)  Operation  Massachusetts  Striker  continued  to  crncluelon  during 
this  reporting  period.  The  mission  was  to  conduct  .:.nbinbd  airmobile 
operations  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Southern  A  Shau  Valley  and  astride 
Higteray  614,  to  locate  and  destroy  enemy  forces,  caches,  and  lines  (<f 
coBBunlcations.  Throu^wut  the  operation  several  fire  haees  were 
constructed  —  WHIP,  FURI,  TH^,  PUB,  LaSH,  and  SHTFID  —  with  the 
accelerated  fire  base  construction  concept  extending  the  Division's 
area  of  influence  into  the  northwest  corner  of  Quang  Nam  Province. 
Reconnaissance  in  force  operations  in  the  area  of  operations  yielded 
several  large  caches  adiich  depleted  the  enemy's  arsenal  and  his 
capability  of  launching  offensive  operations  in  Thus  Thien  and  Quang 
Nam  Provinces. 


On  1  May  the  1st  Battalion,  502  Infantry  reacted  rapidly  to 
captured  documents  and  subsequent  readouts  to  discover  a  hospital 
complex  and  a  heavy  machine  repair  shop  near  the  Isotian  Border 
which  yielded  over  100  pounds  of  medical  sx^plios,  eigiit  vehicles, 
and  ten  weapons.  On  6  M^  1-502  coid>at  assauloed  into  an  area 
five  kilometers  from  the  Imotian  Border  again  in  response  to 
intelligence  reports  and  discovered  a  recently  used  medical  aid 
station  that  contained  eighteen  weapons  and  forty  cases  of  medical 
supplies.  This  operation  was  concluded  on  8  May  1969  with  the 
following  results;  175  NVA/VC  KLA,  2  NVA  POW's,  1  HDI  CHAKH, 

857  individual  weapons  captured,  in  additior  to  40  crw-served 
weapons  and  30  vshlcles  captured.

(2)  Intelli^^ence  gained  prior  to  the  initiation  of  Operation 
BRISTOL  BOOTS  indicated  ti)at  the  4th  ai«i  5th  NVA  Regittwits  vers  using 
the  Ruong  Ruong  Valley  and  surrounding  areaa  as  supply  lines  and 
food  producing  areas  for  eneqy  unlta  to  the  east  of  Quang  Naa 
Province  and  to  the  north  in  Thua  Thien  Province's  Pha  Loc  District. 

The  misaxcn  .sssi^ed  to  the  aaneuvor  eloaents  v«as  to  ccnatruet  fire 
support  bases  and  to  conduct  ■ultiple  reconnaissancs  in  force  operations 
in  their  assigned  area  of  operation  to  locate  and  destroy  eneey  forcest 
installations^  equipaent  and  supplies. 

On  25  A-pril  elements  of  the  2d  Battalion,  32?  Infantry  began  its 
assaults  into  th^  Ruong  Ruong  Valley  foUoved  by  elements  of  ths 
3-5  Cavalry  which  began  road  clearing /iperations  south  along  Ql-545 
toward  the  Ruong  Ruong  Valley  on  26  Ai^il.  Aggressive  reconnaissance 
in  force  operations  were  conducted  by  the  maneuver  elements  throughout 
the  operation,  but  only  miniiBal  anasy  contact— trail  watchers  and 
snipers— eras  eiqxerienced.  Road  clearing  operations  were  curtailed  on 
2  Ifay  when  3-5  Cav  (-)  bacaae  OFCW  to  the  101st  Airborne  Division 
for  future  operations  in  ths  A  Shau  Valley.  On  8  Ifay  a  series  of 
OFCON  shifts  took  place:  1-327  and  2-502  became  OFOm  to  the  2d 
Brigade  while  1-502  and  1-501  becaas  CPCCW  to  the  1st  Bri^de*  In 
addition  the  area  of  operaticm  was  e:GJandad  to  include  a  reconnaissance 
zone  along  the  Laotian  Border  and  Base  Area  607.  As  the  aaneuver 
elements  uf  the  1st  Brigade  moved  into  this  area  the  meny  withdrew 
to  the  west  Into  Laos. 


Operation  BRISTOL  BOOTS  was  teralnated  prenaturely  on  15  Xay  aa 
the  Brigade,  with  1-501  aivl  1-502,  was  redeployed  to  7am  Xjy 
where  It  became  OFOON  to  the  Amerlcal  Division  in  Operation  UMAR 
FLAlli.  Throughout  the  twenty-one  day  operation  contact  was  light 
and  sporadic.  It  was  determined  that  no  large  concentrations  of 
eneoy  forces  or  installaticms  were  in  the  Ruong  Ruong  Valley.  Results 
of  the  operation  were:  seven  NVA  kUlad,  cne  pristner  of  war,  and 
sixteen  individual  weapons  captured.  P^endly  losses  were  live 
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killed  and  thirty-four  wounded,

(2)  Intelligence  gained  prior  to  Operation  APACKS  SNOW  indicated 
that  eleaents  of  the  wh,  9tht  and  29U)  NVA  Regiaents  were  using  the 
Northern  A  Shau  ValXey  as  a  priaary  line  of  coBBoziic&tione  for  we- 
Bent  of  aateriel  and  InfUtratioi  of  troops  to  eneay  units  throu^wnit 
I  Corps  Tactical  Zone,  The  Bdsslon  given  to  the  Jd  Brigade  and  1st 
ABVN  RegiBsnt  was  to  conduct  slrgobile  assaults  into  the  Northern 
A  Shau  Valley  in  conjunction  with  the  9th  Marines  and  3d  ABVN  Regiant 
to  destroy  NVAAC  forces,  obstruct  enei^r  routes  of  egress  into  Laos, 
Interdict  enesy  lines  of  cososiication,  and  to  locate  and  destroy 
anei^  caches. 


Prior  to  D-Day,  the  1st  and  3d  ARVN  Regiaents  and  the  3d  Brigade, 

IDlst  Airborne  Division,  constructed  three  saxtually  supporting  firs 
bases  in  and  around  the  Northern  A  Shan  Valley—  PB  BUDlJSt  (ID  278122), 

FB  AIRBOTHB  (id  355070),  and  PB  CUBBAHSK  (TC  399949).  On  D-Diy,  10  May 
1%9,  following  Tag  Air,  artillery,  and  ARA  preparations  five  asneuver 
battalions  (three  OS—  1-506  (-),  2-501  (-),  and  3-187;  two  ABVH  —  2-1  (-), 
and  4-1)  were  inserted  into  five  separate  landing  sonea  along  the 
Laotian  Border  In  the  Northern  A  Shau  Valley.  PoUowlng  the  insertion 
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.^11  oiJie^i'er  battalions  initiated  reconnaissance  in  fores  operatione 
to  the  e>vst  and  northeast  toward  the  Valley  floor.  The  Insertion  of 
n  add'tioral  ARVN  bat*.?U.lon  was  aceo^liahed  when  2-1  ARVK  (-) 
i-otrbat  assaulted  and  secured  FB  TIC®  (YD  253090).  The  following 
lay  3-1  AR'/N  Battalion  coabat  assaulted  into  the  Valley  to  support 
the  other  maneuver  battili;-is  in  their  reconnaissance  in  force 
operations. 

At  111645H,  B  Company,  3-187  began  to  receive  heavy  small  arms 
aftl  machine  gun  fire  from  the  ridges  of  Hill  937  marking  the  beginning 
of  the  ten  day  battle  for  Dong  Ap  Bia  Mountain.  Heavy  contact  was 
experienced  by  the  3-187  Infantry  and  1-506  Infantry  (redlrectea  to 
support  3-187  assault  on  Hill  9J7)  as  both  battalions  assaulted  the 
heavily  fortified  eneioy  positions  of  Dong  Ap  Bia.  On  19  * 

Company,  2-506  Ir.fantr'  vas  coitioat  assaulted  i''to  the  Horthom 
A  Shau  Valley  and  became  OPCON  to  3-187.  The  following  day  2-3 
ARVN  Battalion  combat  assaulted  Into  the  Valley  to  add  additional 
support  to  the  attack. 

With  the  support  of  TAG  Air,  artlUary,  and  ARa  throughout  the 
ten  day  period,  the  3-187  Infantry  with  A/2-506  OPCON,  2-501  Infantry, 

1-506  Infantry,  and  2-3  ARVN  successfully  assaulted  and  drove  the 
7th  and  8th  Battalions  of  the  29th  NVa  Regiment  from  their  mountain 
fortress  atop  Hill  937  on  30  >ky.  The  following  day  3-167  became 
OPCON  to  the  2d  Brigade  and  2-506  Infantry  was  returned  to  3d 
Brigade  control. 

Throughout  the  period  21  May  -  7  June  1969  ene^  contact  decreased 
and  discoveries  of  enesy  caches  increased  as  enany  eleoents  withdrew 
fpcm  the  area  into  Base  Areas  in  l<aos.  2-501  in  conjunction  with  A 
Troop,  2-17  Cav  following  the  capture  of  Dong  Ap  Ha  began  pursuit 
operations  west  to  the  Laotian  Border  In  order  to  destroy  the  renalriing 
d^enders  of  Hill  937.  On  22  Kay,  2-506  with  all  elements  c<nbat 
assaulted  into  PB  Airbonie  and  c«aducted  extensive  search  and 
reconnaissance  In  force  operations  in  and  around  PB  Airborne  to 
locate  NVA  Warehouse  54,  known  to  exist  in  the  area. 

The  1-506  Infantry,  foUosring  the  capture  of  Dong  Ap  Pia,  conducted 
extensive  search  and  clear,  in  addition  to  reconnaissance  in  force 
operations,  froa  Dong  Ap  Bia  south  toward  PB  Currahee.  4-1  ARVN 
Httalion  moved  north  and  was  extracted  on  5  Jane.  2-3  mRVN  moved  to 
the  south  to  support  2-327  Infantry  in  reconnaiesance  in  force 
operations  in  the  southern  A  Shau  Valley. 

This  operation  was  brought  to  a  close  on  7  June  1969.  The  maneuver 
battalions  of  the  29th  NVA  Regiment,  in  addition  to  its  central  head¬ 
quarters  with  organic  and  attacked  technical  units,  were  rendered 
combat  ineffective  and  forced  to  withdraw  across  the  border  into  Laos 
preventing  then  frtm  again  using  the  Northern  A  Shau  Talley  as  a  staging 
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and  storsge  area  fbr  fixture  operations  Into  1  Corps  Tactical  Zone. 

The  resultant  many  losses  waret  691  KVAAc  KXA,  3  KVA  PON,  241 
Individual  and  40  ereif  served  weapons,  and  four  trucks  captured. 

Friendly  losses  were  78  US  KIA,  and  536  US  WIA.

(2)  Operation  lOHTOOMBI  RBSKVOUS,  controlled  by  the  3d  Brlgada 
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in  conjunction  with  the  3d  ARVN  Reginetit,  began  on  8  June  against  the 
NVA  forces  In  the  high  ground  to  the  east  of  the  A  Shau  Valley 
(vicinity  FB  Airborne)  and  north  of  the  Rao  Lao  Valley* 


Contact  was  sporadic  until  the  early  acming  of  I4  June  when 
the  Ek-lgade  cosBia^  post  was  attacked  by  sappers  at  FB  BESCKTESGAQBi 
(See  Page  9),  and  the  following  day  FB  CURRAHBB  received  the  brunt 
of  a  sapper  attack  (See  Pago  9;.  The  3-5  Cavalry  began  ancred 
cavalry  operations  in  the  A  Shau  Valley  on  2D  June,  but  contact 
continued  to  be  sporadic  with  the  NVA  forces  avoiding  engageasnt* 

On  28  June  the  4th  Battalion,  Ist  ABVN  Regiasnt  observed  a  large 
force  of  NVA  sBvlng  south  In  the  open  near  FB  0*RKTLLT  and  called 
in  TaC  Air  which  accounted  for  37  NVA  killed.  Contact  In  the  hlgjj 
ground  north  of  the  Rao  Lao  erupted  with  1-506  In  Wintry  eleoents 
and  those  of  the  3d  ARVN  Regiaent  meeting  stiff  resistance  on  8  July, 
On  13  July,  1-327  Infantry  was  coaadtted  to  assist  in  the  area.  On 
10  July  the  task  organization  was  changed  to  support  2d  Brigade 
operations  in  the  Bach  Ha.  This  operation  continues  with  the  primary 
mission  of  interdiction  of  the  lines  of  commnlcations  of  the  NVA 
forces  in  the  Rao  Lao  and  A  Shau  Valleys.  Coablnsd  totals  as  of  31 
July  were  I  451  NVA/VC  KIA,  8  NVA  POM's,  231  Individual  and  47 
crew-served  weapons  captured.

(2)  Operation  CAHPEOI.  STREAKBB  was  initiated  at  130600H  with 
the  combat  assault  of  2-502  Inf  into  FB  SLBX>S  (ZC  063927)  followed 
by  the  1-54  and  3-54  ARVK  Battalions  into  their  respective  landing 
zones.  This  attack  was  aimed  against  the  4th  NVA  Regiment  in  the 
Bach  Ma  Region.  A  two  phased  operation  —  the  first  phase  a  reconnalsaance 
in  zone  to  the  north  by  the  three  assaulting  elsnents  to  locate  and 
destroy  the  eneny  forces  on  the  north  side  of  the  Bach  Contact 
was  very  light  during  the  first  phase.  The  second  phase  commenced  on 
27  June  with  the  deployment  of  1-327  to  a  screening  position  south  of 
the  Bach  Ma  In  Slephant  Valley,  and  the  three  maneuver  battalions 
rsorlsnted  to  the  south.  On  28  July  elements  of  the  3^54  ARVN  Battalion 
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made  the  first  significant  contact  by  killing  27  NVA  and  capturing 
22  individual  and  9  crew-served  weapons*  This  operation  continues 
with  the  maneuver  elements  conducting  detailed  searches  in  zone  and 
the  1-327  Inf  screening  to  the  south.  Results  as  of  31  July  1969 
weret  51  NVaAC  KIA,  1  NVA  POW,  27  individual  and  14  craw-eerved 
weapons  captured* 

3«  Other  Significant  Actlvitiesi 

a*  Ni^t  Operationst  Responding  to  information  sxipplied  by  a 
local  informant,  the  Reconnaissance  Platoon,  31  Battalion,  327  Infantry 
on  the  night  of  16-17  July  1969  set  up  an  a^ush  (vie  coordinates 
YD  972042)  on  a  trail  running  from  Troul  Village  to  the  mountainous 
regions  of  the  Bach  Ma  (ZC  0792).  Aerial  reconnaissance  was  made  of 
the  area  on  the  afternoon  of  the  I6th  and  a  tentative  ambush  site 
located}  the  actual  ambush  site  was  selected  once  the  platoon  moved 
into  the  area.  The  ambush  force  was  organized  into  a  inverted  "L" 
with  the  base  to  the  north  and  the  stem  parallel  to  the  trail.  This 
formation  provided  for  all  around  security.  At  OG3O  hoiirs  several 
snail  contacts  were  initiated  in  th^  village  northeast  of  the  ambush 
site  and  continued  sporadically  untL  0330  hours  when  the  ambush 
was  Initiated  by  three  NVA  who  ran  directly  into  the  ambush  site 
and  were  engaged,  A  sweep  of  the  ambush  site  revealed  three  more 
NVA  who  were  engaged  and  killed.  The  platoon  then  moved  back  to  the 
ambush  site  waiting  for  first  li^t  to  make  a  detailed  search*  Qhce 
the  thorough  search  had  been  made  the  unit  moved  back  to  the  village 
area,  their  mission  completed.  The  results  of  the  asinish  were  seven 
NVA  killed,  one  NVA  prisoner  of  war,  and  nine  weapons  and  miscellaneous 
equipoent  capti^ed. 

On  the  same  night— 16-17  July— one  platoon  from  A  Company,  2d 
Battalion,  327  Infantry  conducted  a  successful  aadnish  in  the  vicinity 
of  ZD  168005  which  resulted  in  ei^t  VC  killed  and  seven  weapons 
captured.  On  28  July  1969,  another  ambush  was  conducted  in  the  lowlands 
by  the  31  Platoon,  D  Company,  2d  Battalion,  506  Infantry  who  engaged 
six  Viet  Cong  at  YD  576266  (6  kllometsrs  southwest  of  12  Sally) 
killing  six  Viet  Cong  and  capturing  four  weapons. 

b.  Sapper  Attacks  on  Division  Fire  Basest 

(1)  Cki  the  morning  of  13  May  1969  at  0330H  Fire  Base  Airborne  was 
assaulted  on  three  sides  by  elements  of  the  806th  NVA  Battalion  and 
the  C12  Sapper  Battalion  si^portad  by  82bb  mortar  and  RPC  fire. 

FB  Airborne  (ID  355072)  is  located  on  the  eastern  lip  of  the  A  Shau 
Valley  on  the  north  end  of  a  long  ridge  running  parallel  to  the 
Valley,  and  was  defended  by  A  Company,  31  Battalion,  501  Infantry, 
and  three  artillery  batteries— C  Battery,  2-11  Artillery  (4  tubes 
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135nni),  C  Battery,  2-319  ArtlUary  (A  tubes  lOSnm),  and  a  coapoalte 
battery  (A  tubes  lO^am)  from  B  and  C  Batteries,  2-319  Artillery- 

After  Infiltrating  through  the  concertina  wire  on  the  north  aide 
of  the  perimeter  the  attacking  force  systematically  criss-crossed 
the  northern  portion  of  the  fire  base  tossing  satchel  charges  and 
grenades  In  the  bunkers  they  encountered.  By  0500H  the  enemy  attack 
had  lost  impetus  and  the  men  of  Airborne  drove  the  attacking  force 
from  the  hill  killing  forty  of  the  sappers,  while  suffering  twontje- 
two  killed  and  sixty-one  wounded.  In  addition  five  howltsers  were 
either  damaged  or  destroyed. 

(2)  On  the  night  of  14  June  FB  Berchtesgaden,  located  on  the 
eastern  Up  of  the  high  ground  overlooking  the  A  Shau  Valley,  was 
attacked  by  a  force  of  eneigy  sappers.  The  units  occupying  and  defending 
?ire  Base  Berchtesgaden  (YD  423012)  were  the  ConBand  Post  2-327  Inf, 
Rocon/2-327  Inf,  Co  X  (-)  2-327  *dth  one  platoon  from  B/2-32?  Inf 
attached,  bA-~306  (-),  3d  Brigade  Security  Platoon,  3<i  Brigade 
Tactical  Command  Post,  B/2-319  Artild.ery  (105),  C/2-11  ArtlUeiry 
(155).  At  140330  hours  June  following  several  days  of  extensive 
reconnaissance  enemy  sappere  of  C2  and  C3  Cos^pany  of  the  K-3 
Battalion,  6th  NVA  Regiment  initiated  an  attack  on  the  fire  base 

using  RPG,  Sa  fire,  62Bin  mortars  and  satchel  charges.  The  enemy 
sappers  penetrated  the  concertina  wire  after  tying  down  the  trip 
flares  and  headed  for  predesignated  targets.  Three  avenues  of 
approach  were  used;  one  from  the  northwest,  one  from  the  east,  axvi 
one  from  the  south  across  the  VIP  pad  to  the  Brigade  TOC,  The 
fighting  bunkers  and  battalion  conBand  post  were  hit  as  was  the 
command  post  and  coiqplex  of  the  3d  Brlg^e  Headquarters.  Throug^ut 
the  attack  an  intensive  barrage  of  82iim  mortar  was  directed  at  the 
2-327  command  post  and  bunker  line  until  0530  hours  preventing  these 
forces  fron  reinforcing  the  Brigade  eovund  post. 

Friendly  artillery  was  employed  from  surri^unding  fire  bases 
to  provide  iUunri nation,  in  a^ition  to  the  support  from  Aroy 
Aviation  and  Air  Force.  As  daylight  appro  ached;  csntact  was 
broken  as  the  enemy  pulled  back  throng  the  'tiire  leaving  behind 
thirty-three  dead  and  three  prieoner  of  war.  From  these  prisoners 
it  was  determined  that  approxlaately  ninety^six  NVA  had  taken  part 
in  the  attack.  Friendly  casualties  were  elerven  killed  and  fortyw 
seven  wounded. 

(3)  At  I6OI25  June  1969,  an  eneiqr  sa^iper  attack  was  launched 
against  Fire  Support  Base  Currahee  1/wated  on  the  floor  of  the  A 
Shau  Valley,  l^ts  occupying  and  defending  the  Fire  Support  Base 
were  B,  S,  and  Command  Post  of  2-502,  A/2-319  Artillery  (lOS), 
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B/2-11  Artillery  (155),  AHVN  Artillery  Battery  (105),  Metro  Station, 
counter  uortar  radar  section,  and  a  pathfinder  detachatent.  The  attack 
was  triggered  the  detection  of  one  sapper  who  had  penetrated  the  wire 
on  the  west  side  of  the  periiaeter.  The  enen^^  was  engaged  with  aatall  arms 
fire  and  M-79’s.  lonediately  dins  illuaiinatlon  was  provided  and  direct 
fire  from  the  IDSao  artillery  battery  was  used.  At  0200  hours  75  of 
the  ene^y  began  a  series  of  attacks  against  the  entire  northmst  aide  of 
the  perimeter.  Artillery  engaged  this  activity  with  continuous  direct 
fire  and  lHavri nation,  A  flare  ship  was  on  station  at  0230  hours  to 
assist  and  at  O30O  hours  ARA  Cobras  were  on  station  and  were  esployed 
until  0630  hours.  At  OUW  hours  the  western  portion  of  the  perijsster 
came  under  attack.  The  reaction  force  was  aa^^loyad  to  reinforce  the 
bunker  line.  At  0545  hours  the  northern  portion  of  the  perineter  was 
attacked  and  gunships  were  called  to  fire  within  150  meters  of  the  perimeter 
wire.  This  caused  approximately  30  enefgy  to  charge  the  wire  firing 
HPG's,  At  0500  horns  an  air  resupply  of  ajmmmltlon  began  to  arrive  and 
was  delivered  ly  0730  hours.  Total  results  ware  51  NVA  killed,  3  KVA 
prisoners  of  war,  with  only  seven  US  wounded  of  which  three  were  evacuated. 

(4)  On  the  right  of  19  June  elements  of  the  731  Sapper  Co, 

4th  NVA  Regiment  attacked  Fire  Base  Tomahawk  (ZD  113009}-**  located 
on  Ql^l  in  Phu  Loc  District  —  occupied  by  l/C/2-501  and  C  Battery, 

1-138  Artillery  (155),  Sieay  elemsnts— *  as  was  indicated  In  later 
prisoner  of  war  Interrogation  and  captured  documsnts—  had  made  a 
thorough  reconnaissance  of  the  firs  base  for  several  days  to  detect 
weak  spots  In  the  perimeter's  defenses. 

At  approximatsly  0130  hours  the  Infantry  comaand  post  located 
In  the  southern  most  portion  of  the  fire  base  received  the  primary 
thrust  of  the  sapper  attack*  Hsrtar  and  RFC  rounds  poured  in  fi*oa 
the  eastern  and  southern  portions  of  the  perimeter  and  onto  the 
infantry  and  artillery  coanand  posts  as  the  enemy  breached  the  wire 
in  these  areas.  Qhce  Inside  the  wire,  the  sappers  moved  to  key 
locations  destroying  hunkers,  exposed  ec^iiatsnt  and  artillery 
positions. 

At  0230  hours  the  platoon  leader  of  VC/3-501  organized  a  small  force 
to  regain  control  of  the  conmand  post.  ARA  and  med-evaes  were  on  call 
throu^out  the  night  as  was  a  reaction  force  organized  hy  the  1-327 
Infantry.  At  0330  hours  the  malA  attack  on  PB  Tomahawk  ceased  while 
harassing  fire  continued  until  p530  boors.  At  0430  two  platoons 
from  B/l-327  were  moved  from  PB  Boy  to  blocking  positions  to  the  south 
of  PB  Tcoahawk,  At  0550  hours  the  ReconnaisBance  Platoon,  1-327 
was  lifted  onto  FB  Tomahawk  and  swept  across  the  overrun  command  poet 
to  the  southwest,  but  failed  to  find  signs .,of  ene^y  activity'.  At 
first  ll^t  elements  of  C/l-327  were  airlifted  into  the  fire  base  and 
also  swept  to  the  south  and  southeast  where  they  found  staging  positions 
for  the  attack  as  well  as  cached  rui  ksacks.  The  losses  suffered  hj  the 
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ensny  were  seventeen  killed  and  one  priaoner  of  war;  casualties 
suffered  friendly  forces  were  thirteen  killed  and  forty  wounded. 

In  addition,  three  155b<b  howltssra  were  destroyed  and  one  rendered 
inoperative.

e.  During  the  umths  of  May,  June,  ud  July^  the  lOlst  Airborne 
Division  a^tloyed  a  total  of  eigh^  lOtOOO  pound  boi^a  to  construct 
a  total  of  five  lanuing  lones. 

d.  Tactical  Air,  drot^ing  5*664  tons  of  boabs  azxl  396  tons  of 
napalm,  destroyed  n\aaerous  eneoy  buildings*  bunkers*  storage  areas*  and 
fitting  positions.  Tactj.eal  Air  also  aeeowted  for  85  N^a/VC  KIA. 

C.  (C)  TRAHmiGt 

1.  The  Division  Airneoility  School  under  the  auspices  of  the  160th 
Aviation  Group  was  conducted  twice  during  the  reporting  period;  the 
first*  6-7  June*  attendance  27;  the  second*  18-19  July*  attendance 

35a  There  were  two  additional  schools  of  one>day  duration  presented 
for  the  ARVM;  the  first*  on  23  June  for  33  personnel  and  the  eecond* 
on  30  June  for  M  personnela  The  course  is  designed  to  familiarise 
selected  personnel  with  the  capabilltleo  and  liadtaticms  of  the 
division  aviation  support  units, 

2.  The  Screaming  Bagle  Replacement  Training  School  (SSTS)  along 
with  the  Combat  Leaders  ^urse  (CIC)  continued  during  the  reporting 
period.  Classes  at  the  Combat  Leaders  Course  are  for  a  period  of 
six  days,  Conaeacing  every  Monday  with  an  average  of  21  students  per 
class.  The  RsplacraMnt  Training  School  Is  conducted  on  a  continuing 
basis  averaging  2480  men  per  month.  The  Combat  leaders  Course  is 

for  small  unit  leaders*  and  S-5*  and  it  is  designed  as  a  refresher 
course  covering  all  subjects  that  a  leadeor  should  know* 

3«  Reciprocal  Kjbile  Training  continued  in  the  Division  with  combined 
operations  being  run  in  all  brigades.  Some  of  the  mein  points  that 
are  stresaed  during  all  operations  aret  combat  assaults*  use  of  the 
Cltymore  mine*  petrolling  techniques*  and  use  of  the  scout  dog.  These 
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type  operations  hare  proven  beneficial  to  both  the  ARVR'a  and  tB 
pvsonnel. 

4*  During  the  reporting  period  the  Division  oondxicted  a  school 
in  rappel  training  for  selscted  Individuala  who  will  act  as  instrueteirs 
to  train  one  platoon  In  each  brigade  in  rappel  operations. 

3.  The  Division  during  the  reporting  period  in  oon junction  with 
SSRTS  and  CXC  started  a  prograa  of  training  Kit  Carson  Scouts.  The 
first  class  of  seven  (7)  Scouts  were  graduated  In  Jme.  The  purpose 
at  the  training  is  to  orient  the  Hoi  Chanh's  on  Anerican  tactics, 
vespons  and  custoos.  The  result  of  this  prograa  esnnot  bo  fully 
evaluated  at  this  tlae,  but  there  ere  indications  that  it  is 
successful. 

D.  (C)  CHBCCALt 

1.  General.  During  May,  Jisie,  and  July,  the  lOlst  Airborne  Division 
Chondcal  Section  with  operational  control  of  the  20th  Chead-cal  DstaeliMnt 
(CBRC)  (asm)  and  the  10th  Chenical  Platoon  (DS)  (Seperate)  contiimad  ita 
proj^am  of  checdcal  coBi)at  support. 


2.  Operations.  During  the  reporting  period,  the  Division  Chenlcal

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3.  New  Techniquee: 

a.  Tactical  C5  in  reconnaioBance  by  fire  role  with  Airborne 
Farsonnel  Detector  Missions j  The  Division  Chemical  Section  In  con¬ 
junction  with  the  2-17th  Air  Cavalry  Squadron  is  employing  tactical 
C3  on  significant  readings.  It  was  first  tried  by  using  four  aircraft 
on  the  "sniffer"  mission:  one  aircraft  with  an  APD  mounted,  one 
Command  and  Control  ship,  one  gunship  for  protection  and  one  aircraft 
carrying  the  XM1 5  Canniater  Clueter,  Tactical  CS.  The  CS  munitions 
were  later  relocated  on  the  Cmmoand  and  Control  aircraft  to  eliminate 
the  raqulremmit  for  the  fourth  aircraft.  The  C&C  ship  plots  the  course 
of  the  sniffer  ship  and  the  readings  obtained.  As  soon  as  one  area 

is  conqileted,  the  CAC  iosediately  returns  to  the  area  and  drope  CS 
on  the  sniffer  readings  while  the  gunship  maintains  a  position  where  it 
can  engage  personnel  leaving  ths  target  area.  On  6  July  this  technique 
was  used  and  5  NVA/VC  were  spotted  leaving  the  target  area.  The 
gunships  engaged  these  personnel  with  unknown  resiU-ts. 

b.  Flame  drops  utilizing  the  UH-1H  helicopter.  In  order  to  clear 
landing  zones  of  brush  and  small  shrubs,  the  IH vision  Chemical  Section 
is  present!;.'  using  UH-l  aircraft  to  drop  three  55  gallon  drums  of 
thickened  fuel.  The  drums  are  caArriad  externally  in  salvaged  cargo 

nets  and  straps.  The  entire  load  is  dropped  at  zero  speed  and  frcm  an  altitude 
of  250  feet  above  the  ground  and  is  ignited  by  smoke  graiadee  dropped 
from  the  aircraft.  An  area  approximately  25  meters  in  diameter  is  burned 
off. 


e*  Shployment  of  incendiary  munitions  to  burn  off  areas  defoliated 
with  desiccants .  In  an  attempt  to  start  fires  in  areas  where  the 
vegetation  had  previously  dried  by  defoliant  agent  BLUE,  the 
Division  Chemical  Section  mounted  the  f.ata'icated  grenade  rack  system 
in  a  UH-IH  helicopter  and  di‘0]:^ed  three  types  of  incendiary  munitions; 
thermite  grenades,  aerial  parachute  flares,  and  boxed  VIP  hand  grenades 
from  this  system.  Various  altitudes  and  ground  speeds  were  flown  to 
both  concentrate  and  spread  the  munitions  in  the  target  area.  None  of 
these  systems  proved  satisfactory  in  producing  secondary  or  sustaining 
fires.  Due  to  the  moisture  content  of  the  vegetation  in  the  101st 
Airborne  Division  AO,  flame  drops  have  failed  to  initiate  large  fires. 
They  are  effective  only  in  the  area  they  hit. 

E.  (C)  TH'mj.Tr.mcg. 

1.  Ehemy  situation;  During  the  reporting  period,  the  following 
information  was  ccanpiled  on  the  enaqy  situation. 

a.  At  the  beginning  of  the  reporting  period,  the  local  force 
companies  were  inactive  in  their  respective  districts  and  had  the 
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following  nunber  of  ment  C113,  100;  Cll/*,  5-10;  C115,  30;  Cll6,  30; 

CU7,  30;  C118,  30;  and  C119,  20.  The  Phu  Loc  Amed  Battalion,  with 
a  strength  of  approxiiaately  250  aen  was  a  fully  combat  effective  unit. 

The  5th  NVA  Reglunt  with  a  strsigth  of  approximately  1800  men,  was 
located  in  Its  traditional  base  area  southwest  of  Le«Kh  Island, 
vicinity  IC  7690.  However,  allied  operation  Massachusetts  Striker 
in  late  April  and  aarly  Hay  had  kept  the  5th  Regiment  off  balance 
and  Incapable  of  massing  and  latztching  coordinatad  rsgiaantal  sisa 
attacks.  The  Uth  Wa  Regiment,  with  a  strength  of  approximately 
9X  men,  was  operating  in  Its  traditional  base  area  in  Riu  Loc 
District.  The  9th  NTa  Regiment  was  believed  to  be  located  in  the 
vicinity  of  Base  Area  611  in  the  northern  A  Shau  Vallt^^.  The  6th  M7A 
Regiment  was  unlocated,  but  suspected  to  be  In  the  nor  ihem  A  Shau 
Valley  area. 

b.  &reay  activity  during  early  May  remained  at  a  very  low  level. 

NVA  forces  in  the  canopy  were  de^rate  for  food  siq>plte8  and  were 
directing  their  plans  toward  obtaining  as  large  an  amount  of  the  Hiy 
rice  harvest  as  possible. 

c.  During  the  nenth  of  June,  enaay  activity  remained  at  a  low 
level  until  ID  June  when  Caup  Sagle  (XD  8218)  received  10-50  SPG 
rounds.  ARA,  gunshlpe.  Spooky  engaged  suspected  enoiy  locatiCM 
at  coordinates  ID  810143  and  ID  8I4138*  ^eiaents  of  the  K3  Sapper 
Battalion  (Probably  K12  Sapper  Battalion,  6th  KVA  Regiment)  attacked 
Fire  Base  Berchtesgaden  (ID  4350IO)  on  14  June  with  small  arms,  HPG's 
satchel  charges,  are'  122mm  rockets.  These  two  attacks  are  consistent 
with  the  readouts  of  documents  captured  16  )fay  at  ID  203053  i^ilch 
stated  that  the  en^  had  to  protect  vital  supply  lines  and  attack 
Allied  fire  bases  in  the  A  St^u  Talley  area. 

d.  The  month  of  July  witnessed  a  possible  change  in  enwgf  offensiva 
efforts.  The  July  attacks  on  several  District  Headquarters  and  an 
increased  rate  of  rocket  attacks  against  Dong  Da  Training  Center, 
indicated  that  the  enesy  is  targeting  more  heavily  against  South 
Vietnamese  sdlitary  and  pacification  efforts.  A  June  agent  report 

in  Quang  Nam  Province \and  doewenta  captured  in  the  vicinity  of  Saigon 
during  early  June  lend.support  to  this  theory. 

\ 

€.  At  the  end  of  this  reporting  period  the  local  force  ooi^fMniee 
had  increased  tbs  levels  of  activity  in  their  respective  districts 
with  the  following  strengths:  CII3  and  C114  (possibly  coafcined),  13D; 

C115f  50;  C1J.6,  2D;  C117  and  CllB  (possibly  cooblned),  80-lIX>; 
and  C119  disbanded.  The  Fhu  Loc  Ariwd  Battalion  had  a  strength  of 
approximately  250  men.  A  FW  captured  on  11  July  at  ID  773017  stated 
that  the  5th  NVA  Regiment  had  recently  received  rsinfbr counts.  The 
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5th  Regiamt  operations  on  16  and  17  July  daaanstrated  that  it  is 
a  coabat  effective  mit,  with  a^proxlaacely  2000  aen.  Several  m 
reports  indicate  that  the  5th  Regiaent  base  area  is  still  SW  of 
Leech  Island  (ID  6338  to  TC  7068).  The  4th  NVA  Regiaent,  with  a 
strength  of  approxiaately  900  asn,  continues  to  operate  in  its 
traditional  base  area  in  Rni  Loe  l>istrict  and  continuer  to  evade 
contact  as  Operation  Campbell  Streaasr  aoved  into  its  second  phase. 

The  29th  KVA  Regiaent  was  rendered  coi:d«t  ineffective  in  operatixme 
on  Oong  Ap  Bia  TtQ  3296).  The  9th  Battalion,  29th  Regiaent  is  still 
possibly  in  the  northern  A  Shau  Valley.  The  803d  Regiamt  possibly 
is  still  in  the  Rao  Lao  River  area  (IG  3292)  with  two  battalions. 

The  806th  Battalion,  6th  MVA  Regiaent,  is  located  in  the  vicinity 
TG  3310.  Eleaents  of  tne  7th  Pront  continue  to  operate  in  the 
vicinity  of  Base  Area  101,  in  C^iang  Trl  Province. 

2.  Viet  Cong  Infrastructure  Activities: 

a.  Key  1969  witnessed  a  significant  rise  in  the  nueiber  of  Viet 
Cong  Infrastructure  incidents.  The  rice  harvest  period  of  10-15 
tiay  was  particularly  is^rtant  to  enesQr  units  operating  in  the  canopied 
areas.  Agent  reports,  PVT's  and  document  rasdoiAs  had  indicated  that 
the  NVA  units  In  western  Thua  Thien  Province  were  suffering  Oroa  a 
severe  shortage  of  rice,  and  every  effort  was  belRg  aade  by  the  Vd^VA 
to  eoUaet  as  auch  of  the  harvested  rice  as  possible.  After  the  %9ring 
rice  harvest,  VCI  incidents  returned  to  slightly  above  the  aonthly 
averse  {110-115  incidents). 

Cl)  During  the  month  of  Hiy,  73  new  VCI  were  identified  and  53 
were  eliminated.  Of  these  53 >  4  were  of  district  level  or  higher. 

(2)  The  following  is  &  table  of  VCI  ineidmts  by  district  during 
»fey  1969*

(2)  During  June  there  were  62  contacts  In  the  lowlands^  33  i'RI  Mid 

24  ENI.  Results:  85  VC  KIA  and  10  US  OA,  76  IB  WIA.  Although  the  nuidier 
of  contacts  in  the  lowlanda  decreased,  contacts  were  with  coiQ>an7  sized 
eneay  elements. 

(3)  Agent  reports,  contacts  and  PW  reports  indicated  a  atead7  build  up 
throughout  Phv  Thu  District.  There  were  nunerous  repcrts  indicating  that 
the  CII7  and  C118  local  force  coiq>anies  had  been  consolidated  and  had 
received  NVA  replacements  in  an  atteopt  to  regain  control  over  northern 
Fhu  Thu  District  and  to  disrupt  Government  of  Vietnam  pacification  efforts 
in  this  area.  VCI  activity  increased  sl^ificantly  froa  two  incidents  in 
May  to  seven  in  June* 

(4)  Phu  Loc  and  Phong  Dlen  Districts  continued  to  show  a  high 
level  of  activity  during  June.  Huong  Thuy  District  Incidents  dscreased 
from  39  reported  diu'lng  Hay  to  27  during  June,  The  primary  reason  for 
this  decrease  appeared  to  be  a  consolidation  effort  on  the  part  of 
Huong  Thuy  cadre. 

c.  l<-aD  July  witnessed  a  sharp  increase  in  VCI  activity  in  the 
lowlands.  The  reason  for  this  increase  was  VCI  preparation  for  the 
visries  of  ground  attacks  in  the  lowlands  during  the  period  15-17  July. 

After  this  July  high  period  of  eneny  activity,  VCI  incidents  (statistics 
terminated  20  July)  as  well  as  contacts  decreased  sharply,  returning 
to  the  approximate  normal  rate  (25-30  incidents/week). 

(1)  In  addition  to  attacks  on  District  Headquarters,  agent  reports, 
document  readouts  and  PW  reports  Indicated  movenent  of  5th  NVA  Regiment 
elements  across  Qt-1  in  the  vicinity  of  FB  Anzio  (ID  9307)  into  Phu 
Thu  District  lowlands  to  collect  rice.  VCI  activity  and  numerous 
contacts  made  the  area  near  FB  Anzio  (ID  927073)  the  most  significant 
hot-spot  in  the  lowlands.  In  the  Fhu  Thu  District  lowlands  VCI 
activity  and  contacts  increased  sharply  indicating  an  enemy  effort 

to  regain  control  of  this  district. 

(2)  These  attacks  represented  an  attend  on  the  eneey’s  part 
to  carry  out  the  July  phase  of  the  'Baamer  Offensive,*  It  Is  also 
the  first  tias  in  ssven  months  that  the  5th  NVA  Regiment  has  operated 
in  the  lowlands  in  force. 

(3)  From  1-20  July  1969,  26  new  VCI  were  identified  and  21 
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elialnated.  Of  theae  21,  two  wore  dlatrict-level  cadre.

(it)  lAirlng  the  period  1-28  July,  there  were  190  contacts  in  the 
lowlands,  Ul/FRl  and  79  WI.  Results t  178  NVa/VC  KIA,  23  NVaAC  PV, 

6  US  KIA,  and  35  U^  VIA.  This  increase  can  be  attri^ted  partlallgr 
to  a  lack  of  US  forces  In  the  lowlands.  However,  the  prinary  reasons  for 
this  increase  wsret  the  5th  NVA  Regiment's  attenpt  to  operate  in  the 
lowlands,  and  increased  eneny  activity  as  pert  of  the  last  phase  of  the 
snesy'a  "Suoner  Offensive." 

(5)  Phu  loc  and  Huong  Thuy  Districts  wsre  ths  anst  active  districts 
through  23  July  with  31  and  ^  incidents  respectively.  Phong  Diac 
District  resiained  at  approxiaately  the  hi^  level  of  June  with  11 
incidents  reported.  Flai  Thu  District  also  reaained  at  approxinately 
the  June  level  with  11  incidents  reported.  Phu  Thu  District  also 
reaained  at  approxiaately  the  Jhne  level  with  five  PCI  incidents 
reported.  The  heaviest  VCI  activity  occurred  prior  to  the  lowlands 
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attacke,  of  15-17  July.  After  theee  attacks,  VCI  activity  decreased 
sharply  as  the  MC  withdrew  to  the  canopied  areae  to  regroup  and 
reorganize. 

3.  02  Air  Operations: 

a*  Relocation  of  the  Imagery  Interpretation  (IX)  Section,  lOlst 
Military  Intelligence  Detachnent.  The  H  Section  is  in  the  process 
of  relocating  to  Phu  Bai.  This  move  will  enhance  the  Division's 
photo  reconnaissance  capability  since  facilities  are  available  there 
for  photo  processing.  This  capability  will  allow  Army  photo 
reconnaissance  aircraft  from  the  2L5th  SAC  to  land  at  Phu  Bai,  deliver 
the  film  directly  to  the  II  Section  for  processing,  and  prepare  for 
another  mission. 

b.  Sensors: 

(1)  On  29  June,  the  Division  obtained  excess  Duel  Blade  equipment 
from  the  3d  Marine  Division  to  be  ea¥>layBd  with  this  Division's  sensor 
assets.  Equipment  obtained  included  2:d’FS~5  Radar  Sets,  3:trVS-2, 

Night  Observation  Devices,  3xi  ton  vehicles  with  laowted  search  lights, 
and  2xi‘RC-25  Radios. 

(2)  02  Air  has  coordinated  with  the  3d  Karine  Division  and  received 
four  allocations  to  their  sensor  school  starting  15  July  1969. 

Allocations  for  future  courses  have  been  requested  and  a  tentative 
agreement  has  been  obtained. 

(3)  02  Air  has  coordinated  the  receipt  of  in-fli^t  readout  reports 
of  out-of-co:mtry-sensor  activations  from  an  Air  Force  aerial  monitor. 

(A.)  During  the  reporting  period  unattmided  ground  sensors  were 
emplcyed  in  the  A  Shau  Valley  to  monitor  infiltration  routes  into  the 
Division  AO.  Acoustic,  seismic,  magnetic,  and  infraTed  devieea 
were  used.  Sensors  were  ei4)laced  by  aerial  delivery  fi«m  a  UH-IH 
and  by  hand  emplacing  in  conjunction  with  eosfcat  operations.  PSID's 
also  have  been  used  with  patrols  in  the  valley.  Although  no  specific 
EDA  has  been  obtained,  numerous  actlvationB  have  been  registered  and 
engaged  by  artillery. 

4.  Coidoined  Information  Control  SLeoentr 

a.  Based  on  statistical  analysis  it  was  determined  that  15~2Dlf 
of  all  intelligence  reports  in  ths  lowlands  of  Thua  Thien  IVovtnee 
were  possibly  true,  but  were  not  exploited  by  Sector  Forces,  primarily 
because  of  the  lack  of  mobility.  U5,  ARVM  and  Sector  Forces  were 
not  utilising  all  Intelligence  available,  as  sufficient  coordination 
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to  peas  all  intelli^nce  to  all  agenclea  waa  not  ex\^ant. 

bn  The  Coabined  Infomtlon  Control  Xlnent  (CICS)  waa  eatabllahed 
on  2D  Ifcy  to  alleviate  this  probleB.  CICS  ia  oo^poaed  of  Govenaent 
of  Vietnan  and  US  peraonnel  co-located  with  the  Thua  Thien  Sector 
TOC.  A  Diviaion  liaison  teas  is  naintalned  at  the  CICB  to  inaure 
a  close  exchange  of  intelligence  infornatlon  and  coordinate  aircraft 
recjuiroaants  for  CICS  reaction  forces. 

d.  To  date,  the  Order  of  Battle  Section  of  the  lOlat  Airborne 
Division  has  provided  CICS  with  targeting  inforaation,  to  includei 
pattern  analjrslB  of  target  areas,  black  lists  obtained  throuf^ 
coordination  with  the  Phoenix  Connittee,  and  data  baae  readouts.

b.  Typhoon  Tesst  Typhoon  Teas  affected  Casip  Bagla  on  11  July. 

The  atoms  closest  approach  to  Caop  Xagle  was  50  nautical  Bliss  and 
aaxlm  winds  near  the  center  of  the  atom  at  that  tuse  ware  knots. 

C»ap  Bkgle  received  3*13  inches  of  rain  from  Teas,  Greater  rainfall 
anounts  were  received  to  the  south  of  the  AO.  KbxIjbus  winds  observed 
in  tne  area  were  37  knots  at  FB  Berehtesgadsn.  Caap  Eagle  had  22  knots 
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gusts.  This  was  the  first  tropical  stora  to  affect  the  area  in  21 

years  of  records  for  Hue  during  the  Month  of  July. 

c.  Winds  of  Laos.  I>uring  Jtoie  and  July  strong  winds  occurred  along 

the  ridgelines  in  the  western  part  of  the  AO.  These  winds  affected 
the  coastal  plains  on  a  few  days  In  June,  and  on  five  to  eight  days  in 
July.  The  winds  are  kno\m  as  the  ■Hfinds  of  leoa.”  3Aien  they  occur 
laoderate,  occasionally  severe  nechanical  turbulence  ie  preeent 
especially  over  the  oountains.  Kaxiaus  speeds  recorded  along  the 
ridgelines  during  July  were  in  excess  of  45  knots,  and  Camp  Sagle 
30  knots. 

F.  (U)  PERS/’^tHEL: 

1.  During  the  month  of  Kay  the  Division  sustained  increased 
casualties  In  operations  in  the  A  Shau  Valley.  Assignment  priorities 
ware  ncdlfled  es^aslzlng  the  operational  sties  ions  of  the  Infantry 
battalions,  giving  highest  priority  to  those  units  engaged  In  heaviest 
contact  with  the  eneigy.  Increased  replacement  flow,  close  monitoring 
of  assignments  cf  11  Series  tOS  personnel,  and  a  thorou^  evaluation 
of  utilization  of  U  Series  MQS  personnsl  produced  a  siffiificant 
luqtrovemBnt  in  the  posture  of  the  infantry  battalions  by  31  July. 

2.  During  the  reporting  period  the  Division  ejgperienced  extensive 
personnel  turbulence.  This  was  coi^unded  by  the  casualties  mentioned 
previously.  The  Infantry  battalions  averaged  86.99(  of  authorized 
strength  on  1  May,  and  dropped  to  61.5^  on  31  July,  One  battalion 
dropped  to  69%  of  authorized  etrmigth  as  a  result  of  operations  in 
the  A  Shau  VaUey,  but  by  the  end  of  the  period  it  had  recovered 

to  82!^,  Replacements  were  i^sed  into  units  with  heavy  casualties 
to  preclude  inducing  a  Deros  Hunp. 

3.  During  the  reporting  period  a  new  Ccmnanding  General,  Chief 
of  Staff,  Gl,  G2,  G4,  and  G5  were  assigned.  The  three  brigades, 

DlSOOt  and  160th  Aviation  Group  along  with  eight  of  ten  infantry 
battalions,  all  battalions  of  Division  Artillery,  the  326th  Biglneer 
Battalion  and  the  501st  Signal  Battalion  also  had  new  connanders  assigned. 

4.  Replacement  flow  in  the  Division  amounted  to  32.29t  of 
authorized  strength.  Officers  and  warrant  officers  accomted  for 
30.0%  and  enlisted  men  32.7%  of  the  Division's  authorised  strength. 

In  the  critical  11  Series  M08,  replacements  arrlTed  amountiag 

to  34.4^  of  the  Division's  authorized  strength.  Losses  of  11  Series 
exceeded  the  gains  by  297  men.  Added  to  a  cumulative  shortage  in 
U  Series  from  ths  preceding  quarter  of  624  men,  the  Division  had  a 
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shortage  of  921  11  Series  nan  on  31  July  1969  for  the  six  nonths  then 
ended.  The  Division  was  unable  to  relieve  this  ehcrtage  fron  internal 
resources  by  on  the  ^b  training,  USARV  Regulation  600-200  prohibits 
utilization  of  an  individual  as  an  Infantrynan  unless  he  has  cou^lsted 
Infantry  Advanced  Individual  Training. 

5.  During  May,  JunS}  and  July  there  were  no  significant  trends 
noted  In  the  Provost  Marshal  Office.  The  use  of  inari,}uuDa  within 
the  Division  continues  to  be  a  frequent  offense  although  the  nuaber 
of  marijuana  offenders  during  June  and  July  haa  dropped  from  the 
monthly  average  of  30  to  a  monthly  tntal  of  21  In  each  of  the  last 
two  months  of  the  r^rorting  period.  Another  frequent  offense  le  in 
traffic  law  enforcement. 


6.  During  the  reporting  period  the  101st  Airborne  Division  APO 
continued  to  provide  postal  services  at  a  Hgh  rate  of  efficiency.

7.  During  Hay,  June,  and  July  the  Sagla  Beach  recreation  area  was 
placed  into  full  operation.  This  facility  plays  large  role  In 
loaintalning  good  aorale  of  lOlat  personnel.  The  therapeutic  effect 

of  the  salt  water  on  the  human  body  tends  to  heal  jungle  rot  and  clean 
cuts  which  are  difficult  to  cure  in  the  jungle.  It  ct.n  accomodate 
160  men  on  standdown,  and  a  total  of  1000  personnel  can  be  accoonodatad 
on  the  beach  dvring  the  day. 

8.  During  the  month  of  Hay  the  101st  Tiosted  two  Navy  malaria  research 
teams  in  order  to  make  a  comparison  with  the  3d  Harlne  Division.  Sxtenslve 
>H.lson-^eson  Testing  for  Urinary  Chloroquine  Ketabolites  and  inter¬ 
viewing  of  all  the  subjects  tested,  revealed  some  interesting  observations. 
Those  compailes  in  which  anti-oalarial  tablets  were  distributed  by  platoon 
medics  had  a  considerably  hi^er  percentage  of  regular  usere  than  those 
companies  in  which  the  tablets  were  distributed  by  squad  leaders.  There¬ 
fore,  it  Is  advisable  to  have  platoon  medics  distribute  antlHnalarlal 
tablel-g  to  platoon  personnel*  Those  eoii|>anies  that  had  been  given 

the  Wilson-Sieson  test  by  battalion  medics  showed  a  higher  percentage  of 
regular  uaers  than  those  who  have  not  been  tested  regularly.  Personnel 
who  intentionally  do  not  take  their  antlHsalarial  pills  are  rare. 

The  most  cooman  reason  for  sdsBing  a  pill  is  the  fact  that  nobody 
administered  pills  to  the  individuals.  These  observations  have  been 
passed  on  to  all  those  concerned. 

9.  During  the  months  of  Hay  and  June  the  number  of  aircraft  accidents 
increased  significantly;  16  during  Hay,  17  during  June.  During  the  first 
10  days  of  July  there  were  seven  accidents,  and  11-31  July 

there  were  three  accidents,  A  policy  was  established  in  June  to  have 
an  officer  in  the  grade  of  major  or  higher  investigate  all  aircraft 
accidents,  and  to  have  all  aircraft  connandera  involved  in  accidents 
Intervlewd  by  the  Assistant  Division  Commander  (Operations).

a.  Division  Support  Command  continued  nonaal  logistical  functions 
in  support  of  Division  operations*  Initially  operations  were  siq)ported 
loglstlcally  firom  a  PSP  established  at  FSB  Birmingham.  This  FSP  was 
operated  by  the  2d  FSSB  which  also  maintained  a  rear  detacbaent  la 
support  of  the  2d  Brigade  base  ea^  at  12  Sally.  At  the  beginning  of 
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the  reporting  period  units  receiving  support  from  PSB  BirBlngfian 
Included  nomal  2d  Brigade  unite;  D6/GS  divisional  aviation,  cavi^lry, 
and  artillery  units;  and  selected  corps  artillery  and  engineer  wits* 

b.  On  17  May  1969,  Mvision  Support  Coinand  supported  extraction, 
Bovement  and  aukrshalllng  of  1st  Brigiule  coi^t  battalions  redeploying 
to  Tam  1^  to  assist  the  Aoarical  Division.,  During  this  redeployment. 
Division  Support  CoBDand  coordinated  the  sa^'shalling  of  coapany-sized 
units  at  Corregidor  Hook  Pad  and  Phu  3ai  Airfield*  The  Ist  ?SSX  SDved 
with  the  brigade  to  continue  to  provide  logistical  support. 

e«  Prelisdnary  support  for  Montgomery  Rendezvous  vas  provided  from 
FSB  BlTBdnghaa  and  Vyosilng  Hook  Pad.  Hear  the  end  of  the  reporting 
period.  Division  Support  Comand  went  ahead  with  plurj  for  the  3d  FSSB 
to  establish  a  FSP  at  FSS  Blaze,  ID  512030*  The  reaar<7  for  establishing 
the  FSP  at  Blaze  were  to  provide  more  responsive  anpport  to  the  3d 
Brigade  Forward  CP  and  to  reduce  the  distance  between  the  forward  fire 
support  base  and  the  supported  units,  thus  affording  savings  in  CH-17 
helioopter  blade  time.  The  realization  of  these  goals  is  almost  totally 
upon  continued  accessibility  of  the  forward  supply  p.\itA  by  road. 

The  opening  of  the  FSP  at  Blaze  was  closely  coordinated  with  the 
closing  of  the  FSP  at  PB  Birmingham,  snd  on  20  July,  fi'U  scale 
siq>port  of  Operation  Montgomery  Rendezvous  firom  FSS  Blase  began.  At 
the  close  cf  the  reporting  period  a  forward  refueling  area  witFi  a 
storage  capacity  of  110,000  gallons  of  Jf-k  and  a  fbrward  ASP 
containing  a  two  day  stoekage  level  of  all  required  aiMmi  tion  were 
in  full  operation*  Final  plans  were  being  made  to  collocate  a

d*  On  11  July  Dlvisicm  Siqiport  CGSBand  eloasnts  reopened  the  FSSS 
facilities  in  the  1st  Brigade  area  of  Camp  Bagla  to  provide  logistical 
support  to  2d  Brigade  laiits  participating  in  Operation  Campbell 
Streamer.  Corregidor  Hook  Pad  once  again  became  a  eentar  of  resiQ>ply 
activity,  as  the  2d  FSSB  funneled  supplies  through  Corregidor  to 
units  deployed  In  the  Bach  Ma  area  on  this  operatim,

Maintenance. 

a.  The  5th  Transportation  Battalion  is  presently  in  the  process  of 
adjusting  its  Authorized  Stockage  lists  (ASL's)  to  more  adequately 
aecoBaK>date  aircraft  repair  parts  requisitions  from  the  custonsra. 
Throng  the  adjustments  of  the  Bsquisitioning  Objectives  and  Reorder 
Point,  the  zero  balance  of  critic^  items  can  be  reduced. 

b.  An  account  with  the  Logistics  CoaBaad  has  been  establishod  and 
confirmed  for  the  proeursment  of  conBon  hardware  used  in  aiixraft 
maintenance.  This  consists  of  coanon  n'>T>>aviat)on  service  items  not 
stocked  with  any  other  siqiply  activity  in  the  Division. 
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c.  To  aore  adectuetely  meat  the  demmla  for  aircraft  englcaa  the 
Battalion  has  been  asaigned  the  responaibilitjr  AMfC  to  manage  a 
prepoeitioned  stcckage  of  aircraft  engines  to  support  organic  aircraft 

of  the  Division.  This  has  significantly  reduced  the  previously  excessive 
NOBS  rate  for  engines. 

d.  Cosaunicatians.  During  the  reporting  period  the  Battalion 
established  an  administrative  and  logistics  radio  teletype  (RTt)  net 
between  A  Compare,  5th  Trans  Sti  (located  at  Camp  Bagle),  B  Company, 

5th  Trans  Bn  (located  at  Phu  Bai),  Aviation  Material  Nsnageaeot  Center 
(A)0C),  Depot  A  (located  at  Saigpn),  and  AMMO  Depot  B  (located  at  Qui 
Nhon).  This  net  will  enable  the  Battalion  to  expedite  requlBitionlng, 
fill,  release,  and  issue  of  BDP  re<q^altljonB. 

e.  Turn  in  of  aircraft.  Turn  in  of  crash  dansgsd  snd  ccnbat  loss 
aircraft  has  bsen  a  aattsr  of  grsat  concern  to  the  Xtivlslon.  Any  aircraft 
that  becomes  damaged  beyond  the  repair  capability  of  this  Battalion  ssut 
be  turned  in  to  the  34th  General  Support  Group  and  dropped  fr^ut 
accountability.  The  process  of  preparing  aircraft  for  turn  in  is  a 
lengthy  *nd  somewhat  coiaallcated  process  involving  inventories  and 

the  preparation  of  required  paperwork.  The  aircraft,  although  not 
flyabla  and  not  repairable  within  the  Division,  remains  an  asset  of 
the  Division  during  the  turn  in  process  and  as  such  there  is  no 
authorisation  to  req\ii8ltion  a  new  aircraft  until  the  turn  in  can  be 
conqpleted.  The  turn  in  procedure  may  take  a  few  days  or  longer  dspsnding 
upon  problems  encountered  in  the  inventory,  paperwork,  and/or  the 
movement  of  the  aircraft  to  the  turn  in  point.  The  Battalion  is 
presently  coordinating  a  system  with  the  34th  G5G  which  will  siibstantually 
reduce  the  turn  in  time  ftraae.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  new  system 
will  allcw  for  faster  requisition  of  replacement  aircraft  and  increase 
the  Division's  operational  ready  percentage  of  flyable  aircraft. 

4.  Supply, 

a.  On  20  July  a  Forward  Supply  Point  was  establi^ed  at  Fire  Base 
Blaze  to  reduce  blade  time  requited  for  resupply  and  to  provide  greater 
sv^port  flexibility  during  the  coming  monsoon.  The  F5P  includes  an 
8-point  refuel  pad  for  slicks  (UH-IH;,  cobras  (AH-IGO,  and  XDH's 
(QH-^)  with  a  60,000  gallon  JP-4  storage  capacity.  In  addition,  a 
50,000  gallon  bank  has  been  emplaced  near  the  hook  pad  to  provide 
refueling  for  Chinooks  and  Cranes.  500  gallon  coUapslble  1n—t 
are  filled  from  this  tank.  The  hook  pad  itself  Is  constructed  with 
PSP  and  can  accommodate  over  80  loads  at  one  time.  Adjacent  to  the 
hook  pad  is  an  aBRomltion  storage  area  constructed  with  six  berms 
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capable  of  storing  2  days  of  supply  for  all  supported  units  or  255  tons 
of  amunltlon.  A  aeiall  Class  I  pad  was  ea*ectsd  for  storage  of  C  rations, 
LRF's,  and  Survdarles  and  also  a  Class  II  and  IV  storage  area.  The 
Blaze  waterpolnt  has  a  capacity  for  1500  gallons  per  hour  of  purified 
water.  This  vrater  is  punped  by  A26th  personnel  into  500  gallon 
blivets  and  moved  bo  the  hook  pad  for  sling  out  to  forward  units, 

b*  Rigging  Operations.  Ccnpeny  6,  426th  SA6  Battalion,  with 
riggers  located  at  all  Division  Support  Coosand  pads  and  several 
forward  locations,  rigged  and  externally  sling  loaded  approxiaately 
5,B75  sorties  of  Classes  I,  IT  &  IV,  III  aiKl  V  supplies  totalling 
over  4,000  tons  to  combat  eleBents  of  the  101st  Airborne  Dlvislan 
on  forward  fire  bases  during  the  reporting  period.  In  addition,  35 
sorties  of  heavy  engineer  epulfaent  were  externally  sling  loaded  in 
support  of  IS  Navy  Seabees  at'iflidi-Loe^Island.  Rigging  support  was 
also  provided  to  units  of  the  1st  ARVN  Division  i  Over  50Q_Mrtlea 
were  rigged  and  hooked  f:'aa  PB  LaVang  in  support  of  ARVN  artillery 
units. 

c.  Improvaeents  in  Class  Ill  S\g)ply  Operations. 

(1)  The  Camp  Sagle  Glass  III  lard  was  reopened  for  package  product 
distribution  on  1  Kay  1969.  This  yard  serves  all  Divisional  units 

in  the  Camp  Bagle-Phu  Bel  area  and  the  2d  Brigade  ?SSS.  In  addition,  the 
yard  underwent  eonaidsrable  ImprovsRent  in  June,  Four  slots  were 
constructed  to  accoosadate  10,000  gallon  tanks.  The  tanks  are  used  to 
fill  500  gallon  collapsible  drums  for  hook  out.  Also  added  to  the 
yard  were  three  large  bemad  areas  for  filling  and  storing  blivets, 
and  two  bemed  areas  for  storing  peckags  products  contained  in  55 
gallon  druRis. 

(2)  To  prevent  delay  In  refriellng  in  case  of  a  pisp  malfunction 
all  Division  hallcopter  refuel  pads  have  been  equipped  with  an 
emergency  alternate  refueling  ^stea  utilizing  500  gallon  blivets 
and  100  CSV  pve^. 

(3)  All  POL  s\Q)ply  persoonel  have  been  given  increased  instruction 
on  pwp  oparatlcms  and  naintenancs  and  in  elioinating  of  fire  hazards. 

Fire  extingulshere  have  been  placed  at  each  point  with  larger 
extinguishers  placed  strategieally  at  each  Fire  drills  and  fire 

training  have  been  conducted  at  ^1  refuel  points. 

d.  Project  Strip. 

(1)  A  Project  Strip  Team  from  UGARV  Inspected  the  Division  Supjdy 
Office  to  determine  the  effectiveness  of  the  battalion  in 
excess  supplies  frcm  stocks  and  also  to  check  the  accuracy  of  inventorlee 
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end  location  eurveye.  In  addition,  the  teas  cheeked  etock  control  records 
to  detenslne  whether t 

(a)  Ikies  out  have  been  established  with  balances  on  hand. 

(b)  Requisitions  are  cancelled  whan  not  required. 

(c)  Appropriate  follow-up  action  has  been  initiated. 

(d)  Requisitioning  objections  have  been  properly  coaputed. 

(2)  The  results  of  the  Project  Strip  Tean  pointed  out  that  the  4261th 
S^  Battalion: 

(%)  Had  the  best  storage  of  supplies  and  locator  ^stem  of  any  of 
fire  divisions  inspected. 

(b)  Had  the  ■aallast  value  of  excess  identified  in  any  division  S4S 
or  SffiT  battalion  to  date. 

(c)  Was  the  only  unit  inspected  to  have  aclii'ved  a  perfect  score 
on  a  check  of  iteas  listed  above. 

(3)  In  conjunction  with  the  USART  Project  Strip  Prograa  the  4^h 
Sj£  Battalion  has  identified  as  exease  and  evaeuat^  approxiaately 

tons  of  supplies,  totalling  3*5  Billion  dollars  in  value  during 
the  reporting  period. 

e.  Hijor  iteas*  Daring  the  present  reporting  period,  a  iniaber  of 
aajor  items  shortages  within  the  Division  have  been  resolved.  The

fa  Project  Sdlt  Challenge.  Project  Bdit/Challenge,  another  USARV  DSU 
improvement  [urogram  which  institutes  the  challenge  of  hic^  priority 
requests  and  requests  for  inordinate  quantities  of  nlce-to-have  items, 
continues  with  an  average  of  seven  percent  of  all  requests  received 
being  rejected  as  a  result  of  Edlt/Challenge  procedures. 

g.  ASL  -  Oemand  Satisfaction.  The  Division  Supply  Office  maintained 
an  extremely  snail  authorized  stockage  list  which  averaged  abcut  450  items. 
In  spite  of  this  notably  small  and  the  fact  that  major  items  can  not 
be  carried  on  ASL,  the  Division  Supply  Office  has  been  able  to  maintain 
an  average  demand  acconaodatlon  of  49^.  The  demand  satisfaction  however, 
averages  at  an  extremely  high  84.AJE. 

5.  Ground  Kaintsnance. 

a.  Inmediate  action  on  the  information  provided  by  the  weekly  2406 
input  from  divisional  units  has  resulted  in  significant  reduction  of 
vehicular  deadline  rates.  A  list  containing  all  deadline  organizational 
repair  parts  is  compiled  and  circulated  to  all  MRK's  and  selected  members 
of  ths  Materiel  Section.  A  search  is  made  of  all  available  repair  parts 
sources  and  any  parts  thus  obtained  are  personally  delivered  to  the  unit 
requiring  thorn. 

b.  The  Materiel  Section  has  Increased  the  frequency  and  magnitude 

of  technical  assistance  visits  to  customer  units.  These  TAV's  are  directed 
toward  solution  of  a  specific  problem  that  the  customer  has. 

c.  The  Technical  Supply  Platoon  has  continued  the  program  of  retro¬ 
grading  excess  repair  paz^s  to  Da  Nang  Depot,  This  prevents  the 
acctnulation  of  items  not  required  by  the  Division  and  makes  them 
available  for  requisition  by  other  depot  custoiaers.  This  is  especially 
important-  in  the  area  of  high  dollar  value  items. 

d.  The  Stock  Accounting  Section  of  the  Technical  Supply  Platoon 
has  initiated  a  cyclic  inventory  and  quarterly  review  program.  In  this 
program,  ths  entire  ASL  is  completely  inventoried  once  each  quarter  and 
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all  adjustments  are  made  to  stock  accounting  records.  The  tqxlate  net 
asset  position  contributes  to  more  effective  management  of  stocks  for 
better  service  to  the  customer. 

e.  The  801st  Maintenance  Battalion  established  vehicle  wash  points 
at  Camp  Bvans  and  two  at  Caiqp  Sagle,  one  in  the  Ist  Ebrigade  area  and  one 
in  the  base  camp  area.  This  has  caused  an  improvement  in  division  vehicle 
appearance  and  maintenance  as  evidenced  bjr  the  nimber  of  vehicles  receiving 
a  satisfactory  rating  on  Road  Side  Spot  Check  Inspections  when  compared 

to  1st  Quarter  results. 

f.  USARV  Materiel  Readiness  Assistance  Team  visited  the  Division  and 
provided  instructions  on  the  preparation  and  dispostion  of  TAffiS  forms, 
Clasass  were  conducted  on  the  preparation  of  DA  Form  21fi6  (Materiel 
Readiness  Report}  with  a  total  of  129  Division  personnsl  attending. 

g.  Russian  vehicles  captured  in  the  A  Shau  Valley  were  turned  over  to 
the  Battalion,  throu^  G5,  for  rehabilitation.  A  coaaand  car  add  three 
trucks  were  rebuilt  by  the  Mechanical  Ifeintenanca  Platoon  and  Service 
Section  and  turned  back  to  G5  for  distribution  to  the  Province  Chief 

as  a  part  of  the  pacification  program.  The  Coaaand  car  was  presented 
to  the  President  of  the  RepubUc  of  Vietnam. 

h.  LTC  Furrier  of  WECOM  visited  the  battalion  to  discuss  artillery 
weapons  problems.  Hs  informed  the  Armament  Platoon  that  tests  are  being 
conducted  to  correct  the  low  life-span  of  the  present  recoil  system  of 
the  lOSsm,  M102  Howitzer*  Hs  also  stated  that  the  rear  sight  assesbly 
for  the  K>79  Grenade  Laimcher  will  be  Iseuad  as  a  unit  instead  of  22 
separate  parts* 

1.  Mr.  McKay  of  CANIDaIR  LtKXTm,  the  prodacsr  of  the  1M571« 
visited  the  battalion  to  discuss  supply  and  maintenance  problems  and 
procedures,  Hs  received  a  comprehensive  report  from  the  units  and 
the  Mechanical  Maintenance  Platoon  and  infonied  us  that  all  problene 
would  be  reported  to  TAt^M. 

H.  (C)  Civil  AFFAlHSt 

1*  Iharing  this  reporting  period,  Division  pacification  efforts 
continued  to  reap  beneficial  results  within  Thua  Thlen  Province.  While 
tactical  operations  were  conducted  in  the  highlands,  paelfieatim  efforts 
were  concentrated  in  the  more  populated  lowlands.  TCF/FF  forces  have 
affieiantly  and  effsetively  asmimsd  the  majority  of  the  security 
responsibilities  in  the  lowlands  to  restore  the  eonfidemee  of  the 
population  in  thslr  abili^  to  provide  their  own  security*  This 
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confidence  haa  increased  local  intelUgence  aourcea  and  haa  enhanced 
the  refugee  reaettlenent  program  with  39,22C  refugees  returning  to 
their  former  homes.  Division  trucks  and  helicopters  aaaiated  in  the 
movement  of  the  refugees  and  their  household  goods. 

2,  A  survey,  conducted  of  all  districts  within  the  Province, 
revealed  that  approximately  3,000  school  desks  and  benches  are  rsqulred 
for  all  schools  in  the  Province.  In  an  effort  to  supply  thee#  desks 
and  benches,  five  Vietnamese  carpenters  have  been  employed  by  the  C5 
Section.  Also,  DIVakTY  and  2/Mth  Cav  are  supporting  this  project 
with  voluntary  troop  labor. 

3.  HEDCAf  Support.  Medical  assistance  and  support  were  provided 
throughout  the  Province  by  both  divisional  and  non-divlsional  units 
with  a  total  of  236  MEIXJAPs  conducted.  Twenty-five  thousand  six 
hundred  and  twelve  (25,61 2}  medical  patients  and  1,053  dental  patients 
were  treated.  In  Kay  MAG-36  began  a  weakly  training  session  with 
Government  of  Vietnam  medical  workers .  Sirnl  lar  training  sessions 
during  HE2KAP  activities  are  conducted  by  other  KEDCAP  teams  as  well. 

These  training  sessions  vdll  expand  as  more  Vietnamese  medical 
facilities  and  personnel  became  available.  Classes  on  sanitation  and 
cl4j.ld  care  for  young  women  In  Phong  Oien  District  were  begun  in 

June  by  Third  Brigade  Civic  Action  personnel.  Results  will  be 
evaluated  for  possible  expansion  to  other  districts, 

i*.  Coordination  with  Civil  Officials. 

a.  On  28  May,  the  citizens  of  (Jon  Son  Village  were  recognized  for 
an  ingenious  utilization  of  empty  Ifitm  anminition  containers.  A  heating 
and  cooking  imit  was  fabricated  from  the  empty  containers  with  rice 
chaff  utilized  as  fuel.  The  unit  is  capable  of  10  to  12  hours  of 
burning  time  before  recharging  is  necessary. 

b.  On  30  Kay,  Major  General  1iih*ight,  Conaanding  General,  101st 
Airbomed  Division  and  Colonel  Thanh,  Thus  Thien  Province  Chief,  attended 
the  dedication  of  the  Dong  Khanh  Primary  School. 

c.  Eight  additional  Soviet  made  GAZ-63  1^  ten  trucks  were  delivered 

to  Colonel  Thanh,  Province  Chief,  in  early  June.  These  trucks  were  for  use 
as  Spare  parts  for  three  vehicles  delivered  earlier  for  civic  action  work. 

d.  Quoc  Hoc  High  School  held  its  dedication  ceremony  for  the  newly 
reconstructed  library  on  1L  June.  HQ  Wright,  Commanding  Gensral,  101st 
Airborne  Division;  Hr,  1^,  Headmaster  of  the  school;  and  members  of  the 
official  party  toured  the  library  after  it  was  officially  opened  with 

a  ribbon  cutting.  MG  Wblght  presented  the  school  with  250  newly  purchased 
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books  on  behalT  of  MACr-36  and  school  children  of  Cheshire,  Conneticut, 
who  donated  the  money. 

e.  The  G5  Section  assisted  Hoi  Phue  Thlan  Bao  Slnh  Orphanage  In 
establishing  a  sewing  school  In  June.  Twenty  young  women  all 
districts  of  the  Province  made  up  the  first  class.  Since  only  four 
sewing  machines  were  available,  a  used  machine  was  purchased  and 
loaded  to  the  orphanage. 

f.  On  23  June,  a  cultural  drama  team  visited  FB  Roy  In  recognition  of 
Foreign  Forces  Day  in  Viotnaa,  Follcsfing  introductions  by  the  Province 
S5,  local  girls  from  Dbng  Ehanh  High  School  spoke  and  presented  flowers 

to  the  Connanding  General,  101st  Airborne  Division.  Th^  also  presented 
a  90-minute  music  and  magic  program  to  the  audience. 

g.  On  9  July,  fire  destroyed  261  homes  In  Con  Son  Village  and  left 
approximately  1,300  individuals  hcnBeless.  The  Third  Brigade  and  Division 
G5  delivered  8,600  pounds  of  food  to  the  village  on  the  same  day.  G5 
also  furnished  54  salvaged  CP  msdlun  tents  to  CORDS  for  use  by  the 
victims  of  the  fire.

2.  During  this  quarter  aerial  broadcasts,  standard  tapes,  and  leaflets 
were  employed  to  the  maxinnt,  along  with  several  new  ones  developed  by 
JISPAO,  the  7th  FSf^  Battalion,  and  %d.thin  the  Division.  Our  major 
PSTOP  effort  was  targets!  against  known  and  suspected  NVA  and  VC  positions 
as  well  as  against  populated  areas  with  known  or  suspected  enemy 
syiQiathisers  in  an  effort  to  deny  them  freedoai  of  aovasMmt  and  ths 
support  that  is  necessary  to  their  sin^val.  Leaflets  and  posters 

were  also  disseminated,  aid  ground  broadcasts  conducted  in  Govemasnt 
of  Vietnam  controlled  populated  areas  in  an  effort  to  retain  and 
strengthen  the  popiUatlon's  st^port  of  the  Government  of  Vietnam,  keep 
a  wedge  between  them  and  the  enmg^,  and  to  Infom  them  of  the  VIP 
and  medical  programs  available  to  them. 

3«  In  compliance  with  JIBPAO  policies,  propaganda  was  developed  within 
ths  Division  to  exploit  NVa/VC  military  defeats,  and  stress  RVNAF 
victories,  and  the  growing  strength  of  the  FP/IiFb.  This  propaganda 
was  usually  in  the  form  of  quick^eaetion  leaiflets  and  live  broadcasts 
by  Hci  Chanhs  or  other  Govenmient  of  Vietnam  FSfOP  personnel. 

4*  A  total  of  24  Hoi  Chanhs  rallied  to  the  Goverment  of  n.etnam 
within  the  Division  AO  during  this  reporting  period.  This  low  figure 
can  be  attributed  to  a  concentrated  push  in  the  area  of  operations 
against  the  enoiy,  and  the  resulting  acvement  of  the  enemgr  deep  into 
the  mountains ,  VB.th  the  enay  deeerting  the  coastal  plains,  and 
piedmont  areas,  many  potential  Hoi  Chanhs  are  being  denied  the 
opportunity  to  rally. 
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5.  During  the  reporting  period,  continued  support  was  provided 
during  cordon  operations  to  include  ground  loudspeaker  and  movie  teams, 
aerial  loudspeaker  broadcasts  and  leaflet  drops,  armed  propaganda  team 
activity,  and  cultural  drama  team  performances. 

6.  The  Division  PSYOF  printing  capability  hae  continued  to  be 
used  to  the  maximua  for  producing  qxzick-reaction  leaflets  on  Hoi 
Chanh  and  all  important  exploitable  PS70P  situations  that  arise. 

The  printing  capability  was  also  utilized  to  print  VCI  leaflets 
for  uss  during  FSIOP  Mobile  Team  operations,  and  to  print  standard 
leaflets  when  they  were  needed  for  an  lioBediate  situation  and  vert 
not  available. 

a.  Surrender  or  Die  (Forces  in  the  A  Shau  Valley) 

b.  Chieu  Hoi  Quick-^eactlon  leaflets  were  prepared  on  ralUers 
on  the  Division  PSIOP  printing  capability  for  exploitation  of  these 
ralliers  in  their  former  base  areas.  This  was  done  by  interviewing 
ralliars  as  soon  as  possible  after  they  came  in.  If  they  could  be 
exploited,  a  picture  was  taksn  and  written  statements  were  obtained. 

These  would  then  be  transferred  to  a  quantity  of  leaflets  suitable 
for  aerial  or  ground  dissemination  in  the  bass  areas  of  the  rallier's 
former  unit.  All  leaflets  of  this  type  were  generally  a  Chieu  Hoi 
appeal  with  the  Hoi  Chanh*  s  written  statement  concerning  the  treatment 
he  was  receiving  and  expounding  the  merit  of  the  Chieu  Hoi  Program. 

c.  Pro-GVN  and  pro-BFA^  leaflets  were  piroduced  after  victories 
by  the  ARVN,  and  Popular  and  Regional  Forces.  Also  mentioned  axxi 
praised  were  the  National  Police. 

7.  Leaflets,  tapes,  and  live  ta*oadeast8  directed  at  N7A  units  are 
being  used  in  the  Division's  current  operations  is  the  A  Shau  Valley, 
and  surrounding  areas.  Daily  aerial  broadcasts  and  leaflet  drops  are 
being  made  in  support  of  these  operations. 

d.  The  Division  is  conducting  an  operation  aimed  at  the  Itontagnard 
tribesman  in  the  A  Shau  Valley  and  the  surrounding  areas.  The  purpose 
of  the  operation  is  to  persuade  them  to  Chieu  Hoi  and  resettle  to 
Montagna^  Villages  In  GVN  controlled  areas.  Since  there  Is  no  written 
language  for  the  Montagnarrds ,  picture  leaflets  were  directed  at  them 
with  a  theme  encouraging  them  to  Chieu  Hoi. 

9*  The  use  of  PSTOP  Nobile  Teams  in  the  Division  AO  Is  steadily 
Increasing.  This  is  dw  primarily  to  the  excellent  working  relationship 
between  the  Division  PSTOP  Section  and  the  Revolutionary  Development 
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Center •  A  PSYOP  Mobile  Team  consists  of  a  KEDCAP,  ground  loudspeaker 
and/or  a  Bovie  team,  depending  on  the  situation,  a  cultural  drama 
team,  armed  propaganda  squad,  and  Revolutionary  Developnent  Team 
speaker  So  The  team  is  usually  sent  into  villages  that  intelligence 
sources  indicate  have  ansey  families/sympathizers  or  active  ene^jr 
political  cadre. 

10.  All  ralliers  and  PWs  within  the  Division  AD  have  reported  that 
they  have  been  subjected  to  many  Allied  broadcasts  and  leaflet  drops* 

Most  of  them  stated  that  they  listened  to  the  broadcasts,  read  the 
leaflets  and  believed  what  they  heard  and  saw.  They  also  iidlcatad 
that  many  of  their  comrades  wished  to  rally,  but  could  not  as  they 

had  no  opportunity  because  th^  were  being  closely  watched  by  their 
cadre,  and  did  not  have  any  chance  to  get  into  the  lowlanda* 

11.  The  Division  PSYOP  Section  has  Just  coupleted  a  cohesive 
effort  utilizing  all  the  assets  and  resources  which  are  available, 
to  persuade  the  4th  NVA  Hegiment  to  rally  to  the  CVN  by  persuading 
its  members  that  they  have  been  doeeived  and  exploited  by  the 
Goverment  of  No^^h  ^etnam  and  Its  Coemunist  allies  to  8Uppoz*t 

an  immoral,  unpopular,  and  futile  cause,  and  to  convince  them  that 
their  only  means  of  avoiding  death  and  burial  in  a  lonely  unmarked 
grave  is  to  Chieu  Hoi  to  the  Govenzaent  of  South  Vietnam,  The 
operation  was  initiated  on  30  April  1969*  arid  ended  31  July  1969.

J.  (U)  KBDlCALi 

1.  During  the  reporting  period,  the  326th  Medical  Battalion  continued 
medical  support  of  all  assigned  and  attached  taaits  of  the  lOlst  Airborne 
Division.  Division  opsratlcms  received  first  priority  and  MEDCAP 
support  and  special  projects  were  continued  in  accordance  with  our 
manpower,  equipment,  and  supplies  availability.  The  clearing  platocm, 

C  Cmnpany,  3261th  Mescal  Battalion  was  deployed  twice  during  the 
reporting  period  in  conjunction  with  Operation  APACHE  SNOW.  Also 
deployed  during  the  period  was  the  clearing  platoon  of  A  Company  to 
Tam  1^  In  s^lpport  of  the  Ist  Brigade  in  conjunction  with  an  operation 
with  the  Amerlcal  Division.  The  moveaent  of  the  Headquarters  &  Sui^rt 
Company  from  Bien  Hoa  to  the  ar^  behind  Division  Support  Comnaixl 
at  Can^  Eagle  was  eccqpleted  on  17  May  1969.  This  move  was  initiated 
on  1  Mhy  1969.  The  mlssian  of  Headquarters  &  Support  Coo^iany  at 
the  present  time  is  to  provide  division-level  medical  service  and  unit- 
level  medical  service,  as  required,  on  an  area  basis  to  divisional  units 
operating  in  the  dlvlsloa  base  area.  These  units  include  HHC  lOlst 
Airborne  Division,  101st  MP  Company,  10th  Chemical  Platoon,  101st 
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MI  Detacteent,  HHC  &  Band  101st  Airborne  Division  Support  Ccnand, 

426th  Supply  &  ^ervicst  265th  RRC,  501st  Signal>  and  5th  Transportation 
Battalion.  Total  population  supported  is  approximately  2500.  On  24 
July  1969»  the  Air  Ambulance  Platoon  (Eagle  Bust-Off)  acquired  one  (1) 
l0tt>6A  helicopter  to  use  on  an  experimental  basis.  It  is  the  contention 
that  the  LOH  can  be  utilized  to  make  aercnedical  evacuation  pick-ups  in 
areas  too  to  fly  the  UH-IH  to  the  ground,  necessitating  the  use 

of  the  hoist  with  Jungle  penetrator  or  stokes  litter.  It  is  anticipated 
that  a  30  day  period  trill  give  us  enough  statistics  upon  tddeh  to 
determine  the  value  of  the  lOH  ae  an  aerasMdical  evacuation  helicopter. 

2e  As  in  previous  quarters,  the  326th  Medical  Battalion  has 
continuad  the  allocaticn  of  Its  asssts  in  order  to  provide  medical 
service  to  the  IDlst  Airborne  Division  throughout  the  entire  area  at 
operation.  In  addition,  the  clearing  platoon,  A  CcnqiatQr,  was  deployed 
with  the  let  Brigade  to  Tam  I^.  Eagle  Dust-Off  operations  have  continued 
their  aeronedical  evacuation  st^ort  of  the  Division,  to  include  the 
support  of  operations  of  the  1st  Brigade  at  Tam  Xy.  The  results  of 
using  a  LC)H-6A  helicopter  for  medevac  missions  will  be  compiled  and 
reported  in  the  next  quarterly  CHilL.  During  the  report  pndod,  2137 
missions  were  flown,  evacuating  3401  patients  (includes  36  CAs). 

The  nixiber  of  hoist  missions  pulled  was  242  with  471  patients  being 
evacuated.  Also,  35  POWs  ware  taken  by  Dust-Off  to  medical  facilities.

Is  During  the  reporting  period,  engineer  assets  were  heavily 
committed  to  fire  base  construction  and  iaqtrovHiiant  in  support  of 
the  Division*  s  Operation  Ksntuclqr  Juaper,  Nine  new  fire  bases  were 
constructed,  ranging  from  FSB  DAVIS  in  northern  Thua  Thien  Province 
to  FSB  SI£D^  atop  Bach  Ka  Mountain  In  the  south.  Additionally,  the 
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battalion  was  responsible  for  the  construction  of  over  90  landing 
zones  and  a  C7A  Caribou  pioneer  airstrip  on  the  floor  of  the  A  Shau 
ValleQr.  At  the  brigade  and  Division  base  camps,  engineers  accomplished 
numerous  base  improvement  missions  including  TOC's,  FDC's,  helipads, 
bunkers,  billets,  and  Interior  road  maintenance*  In  July,  elements 
of  the  326th  Jhgineer  Battalion  constructed  a  seven  kllcaneter  road 
between  Camp  Eagle  and  FSB  PAKTHIS  III* 

2*  Haadquarters  and  Headquarters  Compaixy,  326th  ^glneer 
Battalion,  was  in  general  support  of  the  battalion's  threeline 
companies  for  ths  duration  of  the  reporting  period.  In  that  the 
equipment  platoons  are  organic  to  the  Headquarters  Compai^,  they 
were  directly  concerned  with  all  equipment  ei^porb  in  the  Division's 
area  of  operations*  From  1  Kay  through  3I  Jxily,  the  following 
equipment  support  was  provided  to  the  battalion's  line  companies 
and  Divisional  organizations:

a.  Providing  the  above  support  in  the  Division's  area  of  operations 
required  lU,  "Chinook"  (CIW»7)  and  192  "Crane"  (CB-54)  sorties.  These 
sorties  constituted  an  overall  30^  increase  over  the  previous  quarter's 
requironents  •  The  equipment  support  rendered  by  Headquarters  Conpany 
was  utilized  on  more  than  I6  fire  bases  with  approxinately  65  percent 

of  the  quarter's  total  effort  devoted  to  assist  in  the  constnwtlon  of 
nine  new  fire  bases* 

b.  In  early  June,  Headquarters  Company's  training  of  personnel 
in  techniques  of  ssctionalizing  its  heavy  equipment  for  air  movement 
pnld  off,  Ths  end  result  was  the  t«i  day  construction  of  a  C7A 
Caribou  pioneer  airstrip  on  the  floor  of  the  A  Shau  Valley.  Equipment* 
Including  four  D5A  bulldozers,  two  IIL50  bulldozers,  two  TD-6 
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bulldozers  (Seabees),  t»ra  MRS-lOO's,  four  graders,  two  backhoes, 
five  3/4  ton  dump  trucks,  throe  sheepsfoot  rollers,  two  Vibrapecs, 
and  one  13-wheel  roller  was  staged  from  Camp  Eagle  to  FSB  BUkZE  on 
5  June  and  from  FSB  BlAZE  to  LZ  POXT  on  6  June.  C  Compai^'s 
Ist  Platocm  received  the  mission  of  initial  land  clearing  of  the 
runway,  approaches,  and  clear  zones  and  was  inserted  with  the 
infantry  security  on  5  June. 

Initially,  the  main  concern  centered  around  the  problen  of  standing 
water.  The  water  table  in  the  valley  was  extremely  high  and  had  to  be 
lowered  in  order  to  dry  out  the  soil,  chiefly  of  clay  silt  composition. 

In  addition,  bomb  and  shell  craters  in  the  area  varied  from  ten  to 
thirty  feet  in  diameter  and  were  filled  vdth  water.  After  rough 
clearing  and  stripping  had  been  acecMsplished,  parallel  drainage 
ditches  were  cut  to  permit  the  water  to  drain.  As  the  rviiway  dried, 
the  remaining  organic  silty  material  on  top  was  stripped  and  dunped 
outside  the  ditch  lines.  At  station  IIHOO  (1,000  feet)  a  36  inch 
diameter  culvert,  90  feet  long,  was  placed  under  the  naaray.  The 
culvert, ireassembled  at  Camp  Eagle,  was  airlifted  to  IZ  FOXZ  in 
fotn*  sections  and  Installed  eiithout  difficulty.  The  remainder  of  the 
construction  effort  was  devoted  to  building  up  the  runway  surfaces 
and  coapaction  to  obtain  the  desired  C^* 

On  13  June,  runway  marking  pnnels  were  placed  and  the  strip 
was  checked  by  Air  Force  representatives.  A  C7A  Caribou, 

"Flyit:g  Virginia,'*  landed  at  IZ  fOX£  at  1520  hours.  It  off-loaded 
STipplies  and  dep^ed.  The  aircraft  utilized  approximately  700 
feet  of  the  runways  1500  feet  on  both  landing  and  take-off. 

Following  the  Caribou*  s  departure,  equipaMHot  was  dismantled  for 
airlift  to  Camp  Eagle  the  following  morning.  Actual  construction 
time  was  54  hours, 

c.  Five  kiloBwters  south  of  Casq)  Eagle  was  the  location  of  a 
deserted  FSS,  designated  Panther  III  (later  redesignated  FSB  Arsenal). 

In  the  area  surrounding  this  FSB  and  south  in  the  mountain  regions, 
the  enemy  launches  most  of  their  122Ba  rocket  attacks  against  Camp 
Eagle  and  Fhu  Bai  ndlitary  complexes.  In  order  to  cover  this  area 
with  artillery  fire  It  was  decided  to  reopen  Panther  III,  The 
reopening  was  to  have  a  see«»>dary  function  also;  it  was  to  be 
constructed  in  a  very  deliberate  mazmer;  for  uae  aa  a  training 
model  as  well  as  a  functicmal  FSB.  Doe  to  its  clo^s  proximity 
t:  Camp  Eagle,  it  was  decided  to  resi^iy  the  FSB  by  road  rather 
than  air.  Thus,  on  4  July,  HHC  326th  Kigineer  Battalion  received 
the  responsibility  for  constructing  a  road  to  FSB  Arsenal.  Kaiy 
different  reeons  were  required  prior  to  this  date  in  selecting 
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*.he  fln»l  tr#^c8.  The  road  started  to  foUov  one  ridgeline,  but  when  the 
slopes  beeaite  prohibitive,  side  hdU  cute  were  reouired.  The  hill  upon 
-hi on  ?5B  Arsenal  is  located  ie  very  eteep  and  great  care  hed  to  be 
‘ixerclseH  In  .naking  thane  side  hill  cuts.  Two  main  streao*  were 
‘jncouTitered  and  in  each  one  were  placed  2-60"  culwertB  of  50'  length, 

Two  other  areas  had  culverts  emplaced  of  2-36"  In  diaaeter  and  30' 
i'.  length.  Construction  of  the  road  to  Panther  III  provided 
■ upport  to  the  Division  while  concurrently  providing  training 
xnd  experience  to  the  engineers.  The  enplaceKent  and  construction 
of  "Texas  Forda"  was  a  first  for  ths  battalion.  The  topography  of 
ihe  trace  of  the  road  was  such  that  valuabla  experience  Jn  making 
side  hill  cuts  and  stage  metiiod  techniques  was  gained. 

1  The  Headquarters  Company  also  had  the  responsibility  of 
providing  tactical  potable  water  tor  the  Division.  To  do  this 
there  wore  water  points  at  An  lo  Bridge,  FSB  CURRAHEE,  FSB 
BI  -XIliGHAF,  Tam  Ky,  Eagle  Beach,  and  Camp  Eagle.  During  the 
'luarter  6,3h2,301  gallons  of  potable  water  were  produced  and 
distributed  by  these  water  poLnua.  Other  operations  successfully 
accompli  shad  by  the  Headquarters  Cooipa^  included  dust  suppression 
>t  the  four  principle  brigade  and  Division  base  campe;  recotmaissanee 
ffllcslons  of  tactical  bridges  and  lines  of  eoavurlcationr,  bunkers, 
and  towers.  Additionally,  the  eempeny  provided  equipneut  support 
of  the  1st  Brigade's  reinforcement  of  the  Aasrlcal  Division. 

3^  In  support  of  the  45th  Engineer  CSroup's  construction  of 
Route  547  from  FSB  BASTDCKE  to  the  A  Shau  Vallegr,  elements  of  the 
326th  Biglneer  Battalion  cleared  five  security  landing  zonoe  located 
along  the  route.  Many  of  these  landing  zones  had  to  be  rappelled 
into  due  to  the  thick  jungle  terrain,

the  i£Oth  Aviation  (Voup  provided  continuous  aviation  support  to 
the  combat  operations  of  the  101st  Airborne  Division*  Primary' 

Buppori  involved  the  "Kentuct^  Jvmp0F"  campaign  of  which  the  last 
phase  of  'Tfassachusette  Striker"  was  the  major  operation  si^iported. 
Additional  operations  siqjpartsd  during  "Kentuelor  Jimver"  Included 
the  last  ten  diys  of  "Bristol  Boots,"  the  Initial  assault  of 
"Apache  Snow"  into  the  A  Shau  Valley,  continuing  siqpport  of 
operation  "Campbell  Streakier"  vhich  began  on  13  July  and  continues 
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as  of  this  data*  Tha  101a  AlC  haa  also  provldad  an  attack 
halieopter  platoon  to  bv  wrt  Alpha  and  fra'vo  coapanlaa  located 
at  Chu  1a1  In  8iq>port  ol  ha  let  Brigade  during  operation  "Xeaar 
Plain." 

b«  Concurrent  operations  supported  throughout  the  reporting 
period  involved  tha  ISMC,  Special  Forces  FOB,  CCM  and  the  noraal 
five  oinute  standby  for  dust*«ff  eaeort  aitd  other  eBergeneles.

lo  Use  of  light  Observation  Helicopter  (LOH) 

a,  Oba^vation:  During  recent  operations  the  0H-6A  has  been 
particularly  valuable  in  the  evacuation  of  wounded  frOB  forward  areas 
and  for  delivery  of  aaaunltion  and  other  essential  suppUss  to  elenents 
in  contact. 

b.  Svaluationi  During  periods  of  heavy  close  contact  UK-IH 
helicopters  (reei^ply  and  madlcal  evacuation)  were  not  able  to  land 
In  the  vicinity  of  troops  without  receiving  heavy  ground  fire*  The 
0H-6A  with  Its  great  naneuverabllity  and  speed  was  able  to  get  in 

and  out  of  snail  forward  landing  zones  with  little  difficulty.  Ther»« 
fore,  casualties  were  extracted  fron  the  forward  12,  by  0K-6A  to  a 
larger  secure  12  away  frcu  the  contact  area.  Froai  there  they  were 
further  evacuated  hy  the  UH-IH  MEDEVAC  aircraft.  AmmirAtion,  nedlcal 
supplies  and  water  were  likewise  shuttled  fay  LOH  fron  the  secure  12 
to  the  forward  position,  relieving  the  conunder  of  troops  of  the 
responsibility  of  carrying  these  nen  and  supfiLles  over  a  long 
distance.  This  use  of  the  0H-6A  helicopter  has  becone  standing 
operating  procedure  in  this  Division.  With  contact  iBndnent  a 
snail  12  is  cleared  to  the  rear  of  the  attacking  troops.  The  LOH 
will  provide  not  only  MEDEVAC  capability,  but  will  keep  the  troops 
supplied  with  anmunition  and  other  combat  sssentlale. 

e«  Recamendatlon:  That  this  use  of  the  OH^A  (LOH)  be  tested 
to  see  if  it  is  feasible  in  other  areas  or  only  peculiar  to  thia 
theater. 

2.  Target  Marking  Methods  for  C-U7  Qunshlps 

a.  Observatlont  During  cloudy  or  misty  nights  it  has  been  difficult 
to  accurately  direct  the  fires  of  the  C-^7  gunefalpe.  The  aerial  flares 
are  not  sufficient  to  light  up  a  target,  particularly  when  the  wind 
carries  the  flare  out  of  the  target  area. 

ba  Bvalxiationt  A  store  accurate  means  of  target  indication  is 
necessary.  The  Hlnmi  mortar  is  an  effective  eysten  of  narking  targeta 
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for  the  gunahips.  The  mortar  is  laid  on  the  target  and  an  ill\iolnatian 
round  Is  fired  and  fuzed  so  that  it  ignites  just  before  impact  and 
continues  to  burn  upon  hitting  the  grotmd.  In  this  manner,  the  gvnshlp, 
while  illuminating  a  general  area  with  its  flares,  is  also  aware  of  the 
specific  target, 

c.  Reconaendationt  Reccmend  targets  for  0^U7  gunships,  during 
conditions  of  ad-vorse  visibility,  be  marked  with  filnn  lUindnation 
ro'inds, 

3 .  Sapper  Attacks 

a.  Observationt  dements  of  this  Divisicn  suffered  four  wdl-planned 
and  well~executed  sapper  attacks  during  the  reporting  period.  Only  one 

of  these  attacks  was  detected  prior  to  the  enmy  force  penetrating  the 
defensive  perimeter,  and  this  was  due  to  an  alert  soldier  rather  than  a 
sophisticated  device. 

b.  Evaluation:  A  defensive  position  manned  by  alert  soldiers 
with  good  observation  and  fields  of  fire  cannot  be  breached  by  stealth. 
Reconnaissance  by  fire  and  H  and  I  fires  will  merely  delay  an  enenor  of 
this  type.  Trip  flares  and  other  early  warning  devices  can  be  effectively 
neutralized  by  a  careful  eneny,  but  the  alert  sentry  suffers  none  of 
these  disadvantages.  If  given  proper  rest  and  proper  tools  (starlights 
and  other  NOD),  the  combat  soldio-  can  easily  disrupt  the  bast  laid 
plans  of  a  sapper  unit.  Through  increased  efforts  on  training  and 
mental  preparation  of  the  individual  soldier,  sapper  attacks  can  be 
effectively  neutralized. 

c.  Reconmendaticn:  That  BCT  and  AIT  curricultmis  include  a  familiar¬ 
ization  course  on  sapper  unite,  missions,  and  tactics. 

4.  Use  of  Open  Fighting  Positions  in  Static  Defense 

a.  Observationt  Defense  of  static  positions  cannot  rely  on  heavily 
bunkered  positions  entirely.  Only  open  fighting  positions  can  offer 

the  de^ee  of  observation  and  fire  needed  to  insure  an  adequate  defotse. 

b.  Bvaluatioit  Personttel  In  bunkers  often  have  an  extremely  litnited 
view  of  their  assl^ied  sectors  through  portals  of  the  fortification.  The 
abUlty  to  hear  is  measurably  lApaired.  There  Is  a  tendency  for  personnel 
who  fight  from  a  bunker  to  beccne  too  ccnfortable  and  the  chances  of 
falling  asleep  are  much  greater*  All  of  these  diead vantages  are  eliminated 
by  use  of  open  fighting  positions. 

e.  Reccoaendation:  That  defense  of  static  positions  rely  primarily 
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on  open  fighting  positions  backed  up  by  bunkers  for  protection  fron 
indirect  fire. 

5.  Use  of  Barrier  Wire  Within  Plre  Bases 

a.  Observationt  During  sapper  attacks  suppleBentary  barrier  vlre^ 
within  the  fire  base  slows  down  and  confuses  the  sapper  should  the 
periaeter  wire  be  penetrated. 

b.  Svaluationt  As  a  result  of  the  aortar  and  sapper  attack  on 
F6  BStCtffiSCADBK,  barrier  wire  within  the  fire  base  proved  invaluable 
in  confusing  and  slowing  down,  and  channelizing  the  aapipers  once  they 
pMmetrated  the  piM^iaeter.  The  suppileaentary  wire  is  wplaeed  after 
darkness  and  resoved  during  the  day.  This  concertina  supplenentary 
wire  adds  depth  to  the  more  p>eraanent  outer  defensive  wire. 

c.  Recooiendationt  That  continuing  enphaeis  be  placed  on  defensive 
techniques  and  tactics. 

C,  (U)  TRAlWIKGs 

1.  Course  of  Instruction  for  Sigineer  Squliaent  Rspairaan 

a.  Observation;  Inspecting  and  diagnosing  engineer  equlpasnt 
(i.e.,  chainsaws,  generators,  flaae  throwers)  is  very  difficult 
for  the  average  repairman.  The  training  they  received  during  their  course 
of  instruction  In  CONUS  is  Inadequate  for  application  hers  in  Vietnsa 
where  generator  px>wer  is  so  critical.  Whan  dealing  with  radar 
generators,  for  exanp^e,  tiae  lost  In  improperly  identifying  the  problem 
can  multiply  due  to  repair  part  return  time. 

bt  Evaluation:  A  school  trained  engineer  equipamnt  man  has 
little  opportunity  to  became  acquainted  with  the  type  squipaent  which 
we  use  and  generally  lacks  the  knowledge  necessary  for  the  situation. 

c.  RecoHaendatloni  That  an  in-country  school  be  made  available 
for  instruction  and  practical  exercise  on  10  KW  and  otha*  generators, 
chainsaws,  pnasps,  compresaors,  and  refrigeration  units  for  men 
requiring  this  instruction. 

2.  Insertion  Procedures 

a.  Observation:  Hethods  of  inserting  troops  into  margiiial  XZ's 
or  areas  where  there  are  no  12' s  Is  under  continual  senxtiny.  Qy 
comparison  with  rappwl  insertions,  ass  of  the  hook  (CH-47)  with 
ladder  is  s  much  quicker  way  to  insert  combat  loaded  troops  with 
their  equipment. 
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b,  Evaluation:  Rappel  inserting  four  isen  per  time  takes  from 
3-16  minutes.  The  hook  with  ladder  has  required  as  little  as  18 
minutee  to  insert  31  fully  loaded  troops.  Prior  to  deciding  which 
insertion  method  will  be  used,  certain  itss  must  be  taken  into 
consideration.  The  LZ  must  be  relatively  secure  in  order  to  permit 
USB  of  s  C{^47.  Safety  has  to  be  stressed,  particularly  if  the  hook 
has  to  depart  the  area  hastily.  The  beat  precaution  is  to  have  each 
troop  rigged  with  Swiss  seat,  snap  link,  and  gloves. 

Co  Recoqnendatlont  Continue  to  train  all  individuals  in  both 
insertion  methods.  Training  and  execution  will  be  conducted  ty  orJy 
qualified  peroons.  Develop  tectsilques  for  inserting  aceoapanylng 
supplies  concurrently  with  the  troops  by  using  the  same  aircraft® 

D.  (C)  CHBIICAL: 

1.  Fabricated  Qrenade  Rack  Systoa  with  1CM54  CS  Hand  Grenades 
versus  ^DQ.5,  Canister  Cluster,  Tactical  CS,  When  Used  Against  Point 
Targets 

a.  Observation:  Baployment  techniques  for  the  90.5  munition 
from  UH-1  helicopters  are  not  sufficiaitly  accurate  for  useagainst 
point  targets. 

b.  Evaluation t  ZK15  CS  Cluster  are  employed  against  targets  by 
the  bombardier  estimating  the  drop  point  and  the  aircraft  maintaining 
constant  ground  speed  and  altitude  over  the  target.  Additionally,  the 
minim jn  aaploymont  altitude  of  TOO  feet  further  reduces  accuracy. 
Variation  of  these  parameters  results  in  Inaccurate  drops.  The  grenads 
rack  system  is  indepetident  of  aircraft  ground  spssd  and  altitude  and 
"lays  down"  a  line  source  of  agent  CS  reducing  the  criticality  of  the 
drop  point. 

Co  Recommendation:  That  the  fabricated  grenade  rack  systaa  be  used 
in  support  of  troops  in  contact  when  oigaging  point  targets  or  when  a 
high  degree  of  accuracy  is  required.  The  XN15  munition  eysten  should 
be  restricted  to  use  against  area  targets  and  recornialssanoe  by  fire 
roles. 


2.  Bsployment  of  10  Tactical  CS  Cartridge,  XM629 

a.  Observation:  large  concentrations  of  105k  tactical  CS  fires 
are  highly  effective  against  pereonnel  in  bunkers  without  respiratory 
protection. 

b.  Evaluation:  On  two  occasions,  a  total  of  255  10^  CS  rounds 
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were  fired  on  three  targets  consisting  of  enaqr  personnel  in  bunkers. 

In  one  target  area  close  to  friendly  positions,  six  to  eight  NVA 
were  observed  abandoning  their  bunkers.  Thqr  appeared  to  be  confused 
and  ran  toward  friendly  positions  where  they  were  klllad  by  anall 
arms  fire.  It  was  also  observed  that  a  heavy  concentration  of  CS 
was  required  on  the  target  before  the  above  results  were  obtained. 

When  CS  rounds  are  fire  point  detonating,  they  can  be  adjusted  closer 
to  friendly  locations  than  HE.  Data  corrections  given  in  the  firing 
table  supplenent  dated  Novenber  1967  were  not  accurate  for  transfer 
from  HE  to  CS  resulting  in  a  SOO  meter  error  at  a  range  of  7000 
meters.  This  required  the  Aerial  Observer  to  adjust  to  the  target 
using  CS  rounds. 

c.  Recomandation:  That  batteries  fire  at  maximuB  rate  of  fire 
for  two  to  three  minutes  against  all  targets  otgaged  with  the  105bk 
tactical  CS  cartridge,  XM629  and  that  the  data  corrections  given  in 
the  firing  table  supploaent  be  corrected  for  more  accurate  transfer 
fro)s  HE  to  CS  rounds.  Also,  the  105bb  CS  round  can  be  used  in  sig>port 
of  troops  in  contact  wh«i  their  close  proximity  to  enemy  positions  precludes 
the  use  of  HE. 

S.  (C)  TUTgfdTrtTilMr.Ty. 

1.  Significant  Events  and  Activities 

a.  Observations  During  the  past  months  significant  events  within 
the  Division  AO  were  not  publishsd  with  the  local  analysis  aivl  forwarded 
to  subordinate,  laterAl,  and  higher  headquarters, 

b.  Evaluations  A  system  of  pubUshing  sigitificant  information  in 
perspective  was  nesded.  A  monthly  period  was  decidsd  upon  to  take 
tactical  advantage  of  trends  noted, 

c.  Solution:  A  Monthly  IntsUlgenee  SiacBary  highlighting 
significant  events  aisd  evaluating  trends  in  eiusy  activity  was  initiated. 

It  Is  forwarded  to  interested  conmands  NLT  the  5th  day  of  the  month 
following  the  month  eva3.uated. 

2.  Weekly  Intelligence  Target  Sstlmste 

a.  Observations  Pattera  analysis  revealed  large  concentrations  of 
enemy  activity  throughout  the  AO,  A  system  of  dlsswinatlng  the 
Information  to  tactical  commanders  was  needed. 

b.  Evaluations  Analysis  of  concentrated  snmi^  activity  was 
published  in  daily  IMTSUKS  and  in  special  reports,  however,  insufficient 
emphasis  was  being  placed  on  the  exploitation  of  these  areas  of  interest.

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c.  Solutions  The  02  Section  Initiated  a  Weekly  Intelligence 
Targeting  Report  which  conslata  of  a  narrative  description  of 
Intelligence  information  and  overlajra  depicting  the  concentrationa 
of  activity;  the  report  is  forwarded  to  aiajor  subordinate  and  lateral 
coonanda,  with  an  information  copy  to  XXIV  Corps, 

3.  Reduction  of  Personnel  Requiring  Tactical  Interrogation  of 
PW' s  Support 

a.  Observations  When  Brigade  IIV  Teams  cannot  be  colocated  wlt^ 
the  forward  Brigade  CP,  problems  in  coosusiiestlon  and  timely  collection, 
processing  and  dissemination  of  intelligeaice  arise, 

b,  Rviluaticn:  This  occurred  when  the  3d  Brigade  CP  was  moved 

Caup  ^ana  to  FSB  Berchtesgaden  near  the  A  Shau  Valley.  The  IF;/ 

Teaa  was  left  behind,  along  with  other  support  eleaents  when  the  3d 
Brigade  CF  made  its  move,  because  there  was  no  room  nor  sdeqviate 
facilities  for  the  team  at  the  fire  base,  Svaeuatlon  end  eocploitation 
of  captured  (iociaatints  and  prisoners  was  greatly  delayed,  and  intenrog-itior 
reports  and  dociment  readouts  w«ra  not  reaching  Brigade  and  Division 
on  a  timely  basis,  Caanunlcation  between  Division  and  3d  Brigade  was 
often  difficult,  ana  the  separation  of  the  Brirade  CP  frcm  its  hams 
base  and  support  elmaents  piwluced  difficulties  in  PW/doctanent 
evacuation  and  in  sending  interrogators  and/or  document  readout 
specialists  to  the  Brigade  CP  when  required. 

c»  Solution:  In  order  to  expedite  and  aia^jllfy  IPW  support  to  the 
Brigade,  tre  Brigade  IPW  teaa  was  temporarily  disbanded  and  rejoined 
the  IPW  Section  at  Division  Headquarters,  and  a  two-man  interrogation 
t-  an  so:it  to  FS2  Durc'.tesgBden  to  support  the  Ete*igade,  resulting  in  the 
following; 

(1)  Since  transportation  is  more  readily  available  at  Division 
Head'^uarters  than  at  Caa^  Evans  or  FSB  Berchtesgaden,  the  time  element 
involved  in  evacuating  i^s^ners/documants  ia  greatly  reduced,  and 
intelligence  extracted  from  these  sources  of  information  reaches  the 
Brigade  CP  on  a  more  timcily  bamis. 

(2)  Tne  n;ed  for  frequsnt  travel  by  IW  personnel  between  Camp 
Eagle  and  Camp  Evans  was  eliminated, 

(3)  It  was  found  that  the  two-man  interrogation  team  at  3d  Brigade 

CP  (Forward)  can  provide  the  Brigade  S2  with  inaediate  support  when  needed. 

F,  (U)  LDGISTKSi 

la  labeling  of  Cratee  at  Depots 
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e.  Obeervatloni  During  this  reporting  period,  a  nuBber  of 
inventories  have  bewi  taken  of  stocks  on  hand.  The  results  of  theae 
inventories  have  always  been  less  than  ideal. 

b.  Evaluation:  Closer  axaalnatlon  into  this  area  reveala  that 
the  principle  cause  of  Inventory  liscrepancles  stens  froa  Isq^nroper 
Labeling  of  the  contents  of  crates  received*  Thle  probloa  Is  coopounded 
by  the  fact  that  about  10^  of  all  Itesui  received  in  the  Class  II,  17 
and  III  areas  of  supply  arrive  idsitlfied  on  TCHD  as  "Genes**  aiul 
without  DO  Fora  1313  attached*  Ifatil  such  tiae  as  Depots  can  take 
necessary  renedial  action,  a  receiving  procedure  has  oeen  instituted 
that  the  contwits  may  have  been  tasperad  with  (many  crates  are 
op^ed  at  Depot  and  eoae  packs  removed  for  Issue).  The  crate  will 
later  be  sealed  and  Rebandad  and  Shipped  to  a  DSU  for  laaue  with  the 
lesaer  quantity  indicated  on  an  attached  IH>  Form  131R  which  subsequently 
becomes  separated  from  the  crate  and  is  lost*  The  receiving  D6U 
assumes  the  original  quantity  indicated  on  the  crate  to  be  correct. 

Another  ecamon  practice  is  to  reuse  undanagad  crates  for  shipping 
supplies  from  Depots.  This  practice  generates  Inventory  errors  in 
that  should  the  DO  Pom  1313  become  detached  and  lost,  the  receiving 
DSU  assumes  the  crate  to  be  filled  with  the  original  item*  If  the 
old  markings  are  not  obliterated,  and  they  eeldon  are,  the  receiver 
may  not  realize  that  a  crate  originally  marked  as  containing  a  certain 
item  of  supply  actually  eontains  something  else* 

c*  Recrenenrlntioni  That  reused  or  partially  filled  crates  be 
properly  labeled  at  Depots  to  reflect'  the  exact  quantity  and  type  item 
within  the  box  and  that  old  oarldngs  be  completely  obliterated*  In 
addition,  a  copy  of  DD  Form  13¥<  should  be  glued  to  the  exterior  of 
each  crate  indicating  the  requisitloner*  s  document  nuabmr,  anqiplsmmtary 
addressee,  item  nomenclature,  FSM,  unit  of  issue,  and  quantity* 

2*  Oamr.ge  to  Air  Items 

a*  Observation:  Sxeessive  damage  to  air  itsma  is  due  to  smoke 
grenades  burning  nets. 

b*  Evaluation:  Many  hook  pads  on  the  fire  bases  are  very  small. 

It  is  difficult  to  ke^  air  items  out  of  the  area  when  smoke  grenades 
are  thrown  to  signal  helicopters.  Hawevor,  the  burning  of  nets  with 
smoke  grenades  is  a  useless  waste  of  valuaUe  mm^tei'lal* 

e*  Rsroniftetinn:  That  snqfiported  units  dig  a  pit  to  drop 
smoke  grenades  Into  sad  use  a  guide  to  direct  the  pilot  where  to 
release  the  loaud.

b.  Evaluation:  Operators  met  Bonitor  the  voltaeter  on  AII/C31C-142 
and  AN/VSC-J  radio  sets. 

c.  Recocanendation:  That  opeurators  be  instructed  on  the  danger 
of  operating  with  voltage  fluctuation  or  low  voltages. 

2.  Unsatisf  actoi7  RTT  Tranasilssions 

a.  Observation:  Poor  RTT  transnission  has  been  experienced  at 
short  distances. 

b*  Evaluation:  Tranadssion  could  be  Improved  by  proper  orientation 
and  polarization  of  the  antennas. 

e.  RecaoDendation:  Unless  operational  necessity  dictates  other¬ 
wise,  antennas  of  all  stations  in  a  net  will  be  polarized,  i.e.,  whip 
to  whip  and  doublet  to  dovd>let« 

3.  Radio  Interference 

a.  Observation:  The  AS-2169/G  (I<*-P)  antenna  ntoisally  used  with 
the  AN/GRC-163  radio  will  increase  the  range  of  FH  cosniajicatlons,  but 
it  nay  also  lead  to  unwanted  interl'erence  in  aiusttMr  unit's  AO. 

b.  Evaluation;  When  the  2d  &'igade  of  the  101st  Airborne  Division 
initially  deployed  to  FSB  vndp  near  the  A  Shau  Valley,  severe  interference 
was  received  froa  a  unit  operating  a  aovenent  control  net  at  Da  Nang  at  s 
distance  in  excess  of  60  8H.  The  unit  at  Da  Nang  vms  using  an  Ai5-2169/^ 
(L-P)  antenna  with  a  RT-524  radio.  The  frequency  «:  which  the  interfer«ic^ 
was  ejqperienced  had  been  assigned  to  both  units  on  a  low  power  shared 
basis.  Under  nomal  conditions,  both  uid.tB  would  have  been  able  to 

use  the  frequency  without  Interfering  with  the  other.  Dot  due  to  the 
directivity  and  increased  gain  associated  with  the  A^2169/G  (irf } 
antenna,  the  unit  in  Dh  Nang  had  increased  Its  effective  area  of 
coBBramications,  and  interference  resulted  on  the  shared  frequency.

Cine  lenses,  but  are  receiving  military  AN/PPP-1  and  adlitary  AS-2 
type  projectors  in  ret:tm,  with  Cine  lenses, 

b.  Evaluation:  There  are  currently  eight  types  of  16bb  projectors 
covered  by  the  Closed  loop  P^graa,  Of  these,  five  are  caanercial 
projectors,  manufactured  by  either  Bell  and  Howell  or  Graf  lex,  axx)  the 
other  three  are  military  standard  projectors.  Cine  lenses  have  been 
procured  tm  the  caanercial  type  projectors  and  are  in  the  haxuis  of 
units  which  have  these  projectors,  <fce  of  the  Bell  and  Howell  Tnodels 

is  issued  with  the  lets,  while  the  lens  is  %  s^>arate  property  hook 
item  for  the  other  models.

b*  Evaluation:  The  RT-505  and  RT-8il.  receiver-tranaaitter  for 
the  AN'/RiC-25  family  radios  were  declared  to  be  closed  loop  Items 
as  of  1  May  1969*  Ibder  the  closed  loop  program,  unserviceable 
items  that  are  nonrepairable  at  the  DS  level  are  turned  in  through 
maintenance  channels  and  a  replacement  serviceable  item  is  issued 
in  exchange.  As  of  U  July  1969,  31  each  RT-505' s  and  U  each  RT-841'e 
have  been  twned  in  for  closed  loop  replacement.  Of  this  quantity, 

27  each  RT-505’ s  (87*136)  and  4  each  RT-841*s  (10036)  have  been  turned 
in  for  a  period  of  30  days  or  longer  and  12  each  RT-505' s  (38*736) 
and  4  each  RT-641's  (10036)  have  been  turned  in  for  an  excess  of 
60  days.  This  Is  too  long  a  period  between  tum-ln  aivl  replacanent 
for  a  critical  item  and  for  a  program  that  Is  designed  to  maintain 
a  high  degree  of  unit  readiness  ly  replacing  unserviceable  items  rapidly. 

c*  Reconmendation:  Recomi’end  that  adequate  assets  be  obtained 
to  provide  closed  loop  siqiport  for  an  itoa  b^ore  the  Item  is  declared

An  atta^it  has  been  aade  to  keep  unaervici 
able  oateriel  on  hand  to  Insure  the  availability  of  sarvieeable 
suoasseablies  and  non-supply  itens;  however^  lack  of  avs.llable 
storage  space  and  lack  of  dananda  causes  the  aateriel  to  be  shipped  vith 
serviceable  iteaw  and  non-supply  itesia  intact.

K.  (U)  SAPSTT; 

1.  Observation:  The  l53th  Assault  Helicopter  Battalion  has  bad 
seven  major  accidents  at  Pinnacle  12' a  and  three  major  accidents  in 
confined  areae. 

2.  Evaluation:  Gross  weight  was  the  primary  factor  in  four  of 
these  major  accidents.  Predeploynent  training  in  these  areas  was 
inadequate*  In-country  check  rides  did  not  include  operating  into 
and  out  of  confined  or  Pinnacle  areas. 

3.  Reconsendation:  Ninety^ay  proficiency  check  rides  must 
Include  Pinnacle  approaches.  Deaijpiated  secure  pinnacles  are  available 
in  the  Camp  Eagle  vicinity.  Confined  area  practice  nay  be  obtained  by 
using  a  bit  of  iamgination  in  an  open  area  with  a  tree  row  or  duster 
making  the  approach  over  the  trees  and  a  takeoff  over  the  trees.  A 
hovsidng  descent  Into  a  confined  area  can  be  practiced  in  the  ease 
sort  of  area  by  using  two  trees  a  safe  distance  apart.  Biphasis  must 
be  constantly  plnced  on  proper  supervision  of  loading  by  air  crews.

ment  of  the  round  closer  to  friendly  troops  without  endangering  these  troopM. 
However,  the  105i»&  CS  cartridge  is  designed  to  operate  so  that  the  round  func- 
ti(m  point  is  above  the  terrain  and  short  of  the  target  thereby  allowing  the 
CS  canisters  to  fall  cxl  the  target  and  achieve  desired  area  coverage. 

Paference  item  concerning  Dtfaage  to  Air  Items,  section  XI,  page  52, 
p>AragTaph  F2;  Concur.  The  use  of  pits  for  smoke  grenades  would  not  only 
preclude  the  burning  of  air  items  but  would  also  prevent  grass  and  brush 
fires  in  the  LZ.

1.  (U)  This  headquarters  has  reviewed  the  Operational  Report- Lessons

2.  (C)  Conrunents  follow: 

a.  (C)  Reference  item  concerning  "Sapper  Attacks",  section  II,  page  47, 
paragraph  B3;  concur.  The  increased  incidence  of  sapper  attacks  and  the 
conversion  of  some  NVA  to  sapper  organizations  has  stimulated  a  search  for 
effective  countermeasures  by  US  Forces.  The  requirement  to  train 
personnel  bound  for  Vietnam  in  sapper  tactics  was  recognized  by  USCONARC 
during  a  Liaison  Team  Visit  in  June  1969. 

b.  (U)  Reference  item  concerning  "Course  of  Instruction  for  Engineer 
Equipment  Repairman",  section  II,  page  48,  paragraph  Cl;  concur.  This 
recommendation  is  being  considered  in  a  current  evaluation  of  in- country 
training  requirements. 

c.  (C)  Reference  item  concerning  "Chemical",  section  II,  page  49, 
paragraph  ZD;  nonconcur.  Each  system  has  advantages  and  disadvantages 
when  compared  with  each  other.  Both  systems  are  suitable  for  attacking 
point  targets.  The  choice  of  systems  should  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
local  commander. 

d.  (U)  Reference  item  concerning  "Labeling  of  Crates  at  Depots", 
section  II,  page  51,  paragraph  FI;  concur.  Normal  depot  procedures  call 
for  changing  the  markings  when  the  original  quantity  marked  on  the  crate 
is  changed  or  when  a  container  is  re-used  to  ship  other  than  the  original 
contents.
